E. M. Wallace, Jr.. a member of the New’ 


York Petroleum Exchange, was obliged to an- 
nounce his inability to meet his contracts 
Monday. His liabilities were about $1,200, and 
40,000 barrels of oil were bought in for him un- 
der the rule. He had been caught on the 
“short” side of the market by the recent ad- 
vance in the price of oil. 


The New York operators in crude oil certifi- 
cates had a jolly time at the anniversary dinner 
given Wednesday evening by the Mining Stock 
and National Petroleum Exchange. Among 
the historical speakers was Mr. Thumm, for- 
merly engaged in coa! and distillation. He told 
of how he bad paid as high as 55 cents a gallon, 
or over $20 a barrel, for petroleum. Following 
up the growth of the Oii District. he alluded to 
the formation of the Exchanges, and then 
spoke of the early days of the New York Ex- 
change, when it was a rare thing to dealin 
100,00 barrelsa day. In those days commis- 
sions were as high as $25 a 1,000; barrels, 
Mr.Thumm then spoke of the early days of the 
Natiohal Petroleum Exchange, and how, with- 
out any washing, they had commenced with a 
trade of two hundred thousand barrels a day, 
and soon sprang up to five millions a day.

Trade is dull throughout the market with no 
new features to report. Painters.are not tak- 
ing the quantities they ought to be using at 
this period of the year. and jobbers show the 
effects of aslack distribution in a lessening of 
their demands for the leading staples from first 
hands. There is an easier tone to pig lead, and 
it is a shade lower in price. Corroded lead is 
unchanged. Metallic paints are reported 
active, and in this respect differ from every- 
thing else on the list. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


Pig lead has eased off a shade since our last 
and is now ina somewhat uncertain position, 
owing to the absence of offerings. Early in the 
week brokers were seeking bids at 334c “to 
submit,” and it was understood that these were 
invited on their own responsibility and without 
any assurance from smelters or other holders 
that they would be accepted. It was generally 
believed, however, that their action was prompt- 
ed by some of the larger holders and that bids 
tora thousand tons at 334¢ would bring the 
lead. Actual offers to sell have not been made 
below 3 80c for common and 3 90c for refined, 
while the present nominal quotation is 3 9@4c. 

White lead i3 reported as dull by some corro- 
ders, while others state that their orders are as 
full as could be expected. The prices is steadi- 
ly maintained, however, the recent circular to 
dealers having had a tendency to check any ir- 
regularities on their part, while corroders are 
strictly adhering to their schedule of rates, 
which makes ¢}4c the lung price in lead in oil 
with stated discounts. Dry lead is not very 
freely offered and the price continues firm. 

Zines are unchanged. American is selling 
rather slowly, while French is meeting a good 
jobbing inquiry at previous rates.

Vegetable Oils. 

Linseed oil is without change except in the 
volume of business, which is reported on the 
increase. Orders are coming in from sources 
which take a good supply of oil generally, and 
the favorable weather has a tendency to in- 
crease business from all quarters. Ina jobbing 
way 58c is obtained and 57c for larger quanti- 
ties of new oil. Old oil is selling at the estab- 
lished figure of 58c. No change in values is 
anticipated in the near future. 

Crude cottonseed oil continues in a weak 
state. There is almost a total absence of bids 
or inquiries, and under such circumstances 
only nominal quotations can be given. A few 
small sales were made at 38c, but no large lots 
have changed hands. We hear of prime oil be- 
ing held ut 38c and the holders think it cheaper 
to retain stocks and realize something near 
that figure than sacrifice them at 385c. A wise 
receiver soliloquizes as follows: * Would I do 
better by keeping my choice oil for an advanc- 
ing market and continue paying storage, in- 
surance and eurtail the loss caused by leakage 
and run the risk of getting no more than the 
present value, or sell it for35cnow?” The 
dealer in question having received a bid of 35c 
is now inclined to entertain it for spot oil. No 
higher bid has come to our notice thus far. 
What are termed close buyers have bid 34c for 
prime crude, but this is looked upon as ridicu- 
lously low by those who have oil to dispose of. 

Refined cottonseed oil is in position to im- 
prove, but what it needs most to bring about a 
change is a brisk demand. In the opinion of 
some dealers the consumers are losing a good 
opportunity in not supplying their wants at 
present prices, as there appears to be a stronger 
undercurrent,which may not take long in mak- 
ing itself felt. The highest figure realized on 
round lots since our last was 42i<¢c. and it is 
questionable whether the transactions could be 
duplicated for prime summer yellow oil. The 
same grade is heid firmly by other parties at 
43c. There is very little inquiry for cooking 
oil or other grades on the list, and the quota-

tions given are only nominal. Among the ex- 
ports this week were 560 bbls for Germany and 
France, valued at $12,769, and supposed to bea 
New Orleans shipment. Tank bottoms of me- 
dium quality sold at 3c in a large wiy, but this 
is considered an unusually good figure. 
Another lot changed hands on private terms. 

Olive oil in a large way is quoted at 90@92¢ec, 
but small sales have realized 93@95c. The 
average jobbing business is reported. Oliye 
soapstock is jobbing at 734@8c. 

Cocoanut oil holds steady at about previous 
quotations. Ceylon is in small supply and 
jobbing at 734@8c for spot. Lots to arrive are 
nearly all sold up, and only this month’s sail- 
ing is offered at 7c in limited quantity. 
Cochin is quoted at 834c for spot, and held at 
85gc to arrive shortly; for June delivery ashade 
less might be accepted; sales are reported of 20 
tons to arrive at 8144@8%4e, according to time of 
arrival. Cuban is moving in a smail way at 
734@8c, at which figures 5 tons changed hands. 

Palm oil is unchanged and quiet, with sales in 
asmall way within the range of 7@Ilc, accord- 


ing to quality.

Animal and Fish Oils. 


Lard oil is slightly easier. City pressers are 
quoting 74@76c for prime make and in some 
hands, these figures can be shaded, according 
to quantity. The demand is quiet. Consum 
ers are only meeting their immediate wants 
There is no feature in Western oil. The stock 
is so small and businessso limited that quota- 
tions are only nominal. 

Refined whale oil is favoring buyers to a lim- 
ited extent. The dullnesss in trade is influenc- 
ing holders to entertain bids that were refused 
several weeks ago, There is no unusual anx- 
iety to realize on stocks, but a great desire is 
manifested for better busines and the tendency 
in this direction naturally changes the tone of 
the market. 

Refined sperm oil remains unshaken by the 
change in other values. The strong position 
has been well maintained and notwithstnnding 
the restricted volume of business, ho’ders are 
not disposed to shade former quotations, 

Cod oil has been changing hands in a larger 
way than usual. One party has disposed of his 
entire holdings of Newfoundland oil to an out 
of town consumer on a basis of 53c. The seller 
declares his intention never to handle the arti- 
cle again, as itis unprofitable, in his opinion. 
We have refusal of 52c for Newfoundland cod 
oil to arrive. In asmall way the market may 
be quoted at 53@5i4c; some holders continue to 
ask 55c. 

Crude menhaden oil is exciting some atten- 
tion as the fishing season approaches. Advices 
from a North Carolina factory state that oper- 
ations were commenced April l4th on the first 
catch of the season. The yield of oil from the 
early fish is comparatively small, and the fac- 
tories rely more upon the scrap interest. Some 
dealers expect new oil on this market during 
the first half of next month, The general stock 
of pressed oils is not large, but fully amp!’e to 
meet all wants. The market is not quotably 
changed, and business is reported to be on the 


average.

Paraffine oils are on a slightly better basis. 
Buyers have not succeeded recently in having 
their views met on 25 gravity so readily, and 
13%c is now more the exception than the rule. 
Certain brands are commanding 14, 144@l5c 
aud manufacturers refuse to shade these fig- 
ures. Since last writing, sales are reported of 
1000 bbls at lic; 200 at 1444c and 250 at lic. The 
inquiry for 28 gravity is comparatively light; 
the market is steady at 9}4c, at which price 500 
bbls changed hands. This figure is intended 
for jobbers; consumers pay more. An at- 
tempt to force the market down to 9c on the 
part of some buyers did not succeed. Certain 
makes are still held at 10c, but primeoilina 
large way can be bought on good terms at 9}4c, 
as stated above. Very little demand is to be 
noted for 30 gravity. 

Neutral filtered oils are still in a see-saw posi- 
tion, although in some hands all gradcs are 
held firmly at quotations that ruled before the 
drop occurred. Sume manufacturers cannot 
understand why a decline should take place 
when stock is so low and demand so strong. 
Certain refiners are complaining of their in- 
ability Lo fill orders for good grades. Sales 
have been made of 150 bbls 33 gravity at 29c; 
100 bbls 34 gravity at}30c. The above transac- 
tions were for strictly bloomless oils, without 
the least indication of a bloom. For 36 and 37 
gravities, the range is 20@22c. 

Black reduced oils are without any new 
feature. The principal inquiries are for sum- 
mer and 25 to30 cold test grades. The lasttwo 
mentioned are moving ina moderate way at 
834@10ce. Only an occasional order comes in 
for 15 cold test. This grade is easier and the 
accommo lation expected by the buyer depends 
solely on the quality purchased. Summer oil 
is being pushedup the scale by jobbers, but 
manufacturers are not inclined to advance 
their views above 7i4c. This figure will not be 
shaded, however, like in the many recent sales. 
A certain brand has been selling at 7c until the 
present,and the last sales at this figure amount- 
ed to 500 bbls. The same number changed 
hands at 7c. A bid of 7c for 500 bbis is open 
for acceptance’ 

Cylinder stocks are rather dull in some hands 
and reported by others to be moving off brisk- 
ly. Light filtered grades of 600 deg. command 
22c, dark filtered 17¢c and dark steam refined 11 
@l6c. The difference in price between 500, 550 
and 600 fire test light filtered is not so marked as 
formerly. They are generally lumped together 
as a 600 grade by some dealers.

Oil Cake 

The views of buyers and sellers are so far 
apart, that operations in Calcutta cake have 
ceased for the present. The market here is said 
to be.too high for any export business. City 
cake is nominally quoted at $35, which repres- 
ents the asking price. The best bid that we 
have heard of since last writing is $33 50, but its 
acceptance isout of the question, so far as the 
crushers are concerned. Western cake is also 
quiet and inactive. The range is given at $32@ 
$32 50, but no recent transactions are,reported 
at these figures. We have sales of 100 tons on 
private terms. 


Oil Meal. 

Some inquiry is to be noted for cottonseed 
meal, but this market has been bare of the ar- 
ticle for some time. The last sale made was 
three weeks ago at $26 per ton. The home con- 
sumption has been so slight that dealers give it 
comparatinely little attention. There is little 
offering in Memphis and quotations there are 
unchanged. No new features have come to the 
surface in linseed meal.

Other gradesare 
seldom inquired for, and can be bought on easy 
figures. 


Wax, Candles, Lard, Tallow, Etc 

The crude wax market is still in a disturbed 
state. Certain brands are offering at easier 
figures. Prime wax 128@130 melting point, but 
generally sold for 126. M. P. is offering at 8c 
for any quantity. There is atendency to un- 
load. The export demand continues decidedly 
off. Soft wax is also favoring buyers. Re- 
fined wax remains in a quiet state, with no 
special feature to note. The expected decline 
in hard home-made wax in order to meet the 
foreign competition, has not yet been made. 
The market is nominally quoted at 13, 13144 and 
15e, according to quality. 

The lard market has been off and on, and 
trade very uncertain. Speculation has been 
quiet, and the export inquiry very light. A 
strong feeling in grain brought about a reac- 
tion on Thursday,and the sentiment seems to 
be gaining ground that a better foundation in 
the grain market, which is confidently expect- 
ed, will restore confidence in lard and improve 
business. Since our last issue, sales of choice 
Western steam were made at 8 52@@8 50c, and 
off grade at 8 45c; May option sold for 8 42@ 
846c, and June at 8 48@8 55c@8 56c, which is 
several points higher than our previous quota- 
tions. City steam isin moderate demand at 8 35 
@840c. Refined is dull at 8 85@9 zc. 

Lard stearine isin a slightly easier position 
and trade quiet. Choice city is quoted at 8%c, 
with no traisactions toreport. Oleomargarine 
stearine is offering at 8544c for choice city, but 
little business is doing. The last sale made was 
50,000 Ibs at 834c to an out of town consumer. 

Tallowis more firmly held, owing to moderate 
supplies and better home and foreign demand. 
For prime city 74c will not be shaded, but bids 
of 7 3-léc are freely made with no indication of 
acceptance. Sales were made of 125,000 Ibs at 
T4@ii4e, according to quality, 50 tcs with free 
packages at 74éc and 46 hhds at 74c.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


FRIDAY EvENING, April 18, 1884. 

Since our full review on Wednesday morning 
the course of crude certificates has been dis- 
tinctly favorable to the “bull’’ fraternity. 
Little of interest has been wired from primary 
centres and the few despatches received have 
not been considered. The gossip about the 
Macksburg wells has been viewed as “bear’’ 
twaddle and nonsense, The district has been 
known for twenty years, and when the bruin 
brethren fall short of an argument, wherewith 
to brace up their schemes they resort to the 
alleged importance of Ohio as an oil producing 
territory. Mr. C.S. Bushnell today, in speak- 
ing of the importance of these wells at Macks- 
burg said; “I lost $25,000 over twenty years 
ago trying to get oil out of that belt; there is 
nothing in the reports of big wells at that 
point.” 


A well known broker in alluding to the 
course of the market since Tuesday, said: **The 
whole bent has been to squeeze out a large 
“short” interest, made over confident by the 
recent depression. That this effort has been 
successful is readily shown whenitis stated 
thatthe closing prices on Tuesday evening 
were 9134@94}4c and since then $1 has been 
reached.” 

It should be remembered also that the ex- 
treme strength of refined, both at home and 
abroad, has not been without influence. This 
fact has disheartened “‘short”’ holders of cer- 
tificates and influenced them to cover con- 
tracts. 

In speaking Of the situation in detail it can 
be said that on Wednesday the “bulls’’ were 
triumphant. They crowded the luckless 
“shorts” to the wall when they forced prices 
frem 94éc to 97}4c, and only by their efforts to 
realize were the final fignres dropped to 96%4@ 
9734c. Sales on both floors 19,500,000 bbls. 

Yesterday the buying interest was again pro- 
nounced, and $1 was paid on the Consolidated 
Exchange; on the New York board 99c was the 
highest price: the final course portrayed and 
anxiety to secure all profits and the last tick of 
the tape registered 9674c bid and 97@9714c asked. 
Transactions on the two Exchanges 18,796,000 
bbls. 

To-day the “bulls’’ made a scramble to reap 
the profits of the two previous days. The 
“bears”’ reported that.the Lange well at Macks- 
burg, Ohio had been shot and was flowing 150 
bbls per day. This telegram assisted the de- 
pression, and from 961¢c there was a decline to

The market is exceedingly dull 1n all depart- | 
ments. Jobbers still report few orders, but the | 
amounts called for are generally small and the 
aggregate sales are scarcely up to expectations. 
A circular has just been issued by the St Louis 
jobbers calling for an expression from oth- 
er Western houses, with reference to re- 
turning to the custom of charging for boxes 
and cartage. The St. Louis jobbers have all 
voted in favor of such a movement, and unless 
the proposition meet general disapproval from 
jobbers in other Western cities, boxes 
and cartage will be charged for after 
May Ist. It is understood that the movement 
extends as far East as Cleveland. There is no 
apparent likelihood that any similar course 
will be pursued at the East. 

Very few changes in prices have been noted 
since our last, and the market is generally 
steady. 

Opium. 

The market continues firm, although the ad- 
vanced prices have brought a few lots of old 
which had been hid from view at the previously 
ruling figures. We hear of one small lot of 1881 
opium offering at $3 75, and 10 cases of 1882 at 
$3 85, but for last crop the market is held firm- 
ly up to $3 95@4 00, and offerings'of all quali- 
ties are restricted. Bonded goods are firm at

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TRADE REPORTS. 


Liverpool. 


Under date of April 3, 1884, Messrs. 
Robert Crooks & Co. say: 

The principal event in our trade this last 
week has been the suspension of a firm who 
have been dealing largely in alkalies for a con- 
siderable time. Their increasing difficulties 
have no doubt largely contribnted to the rapid 
decline in values which has gone on till yester- 
day. This now appears to have stopped, and as 
the makers seem determined not to part with 
their goods unless at a profit, it is very likely 
whatever reductions in make are considered 
necessary to secure, this will be at once deter- 
mined on. 

Soda ash has been fairly steady during the 
week, there being few parcels offered from 
second hands, but when these have appeared 
sellers bave been ready to take rather less 
than makers’ quotations. At our quotations 
of 15-32da for caustic, and 1 5-16d for carbonated 
ash, makers in most cases are ready to sell for 
prompt and for two or three months ahead,but 
they want a premium for contracts to end of 
year. 

Caustic Soda—Owing to the pressure of two 
or three sellers to close their contracts and to 
adjust differences, there have been several 
sales at less than £9 for 60 per cent, and £10 for 
70 per cent, but these having been cleared off 
the market, the tone is now decidedly firmer. 
Some brands are not obtainable at less than £10 
5s for 70 per cent. It is believed that the 
makers. at their next meeting may decide to 
restrict production, but as the pressure to sell 
has eased, they may not adopt a course which 
ought only to be taken in case of strong neces- 
sity. 

Bleaching Powder—For tke same reason, to 
close contracts and adjust differences, the 
pressure to sell has been great, and as there are 
stillsome lots to be sold, the declension of 
prices has continued, so that our quotations 
to-day show a reduction of £1 on the week. 
At £7 there are few sellers, and a small amount 
of buying would, we believe, clear the market. 
The makers are iikely to decide upon a further 
reduction, and this, if carried into effect, will 
undoubtedly arrest the fall of prices, their de- 
cision will probably be made known during the 
next few days. — 

Soda crystals are steady here and in New- 
castle, and for forward delivery a premium is 
asked. Several makers ask 2s 6d@5s per ton 
more than our minimum, and are reluctant 


sellers.

PROTECTING THE MEN HADEN 
FISHERIES. 

The action of the New Jersey Legis- 
lature in passing a law prohibiting 
fishing by steamers within three miles 
of the coast, which was referred to last 
week, has provoked considerable dis- 
cussion not only among persons iden- 
tified with menhaden oil interests, but 
also the fish dealers in Fulton market, 
who consider food fishing in the legis- 
lative enactment. The New Jersey 
legislators have doubtless anticipated 
the action of Congress in this matter 
and coucluded te get ahead of the 
federal government. It is well known 
that a congressional investigation has 
been prosecuted for two years, at the 
instigation of a Senate resolution pass- 
ed July 26, 1882. At that time, a sub- 
committee of the committee on Foreign 
Relations, consisting of Mr. Lapham, 
Chairman, Mr. Edmunds, Mr. Miller, 
of California, Mr. Windom and Mr. 
Morgan, was delegated, in conjunction 
with the Commission of Fish and Fish- 
eries, to examine into the subject of 
the protection to be given by law to 
the fish and fisheries on the Atlantic 
coast, as proposed in the bill of the 
forty seventh Congress. The investi- 
gators have held meetings at different 
places along the coast and examined 
many Witnesses who gave their actual 
experience as fishermen. In another 
column of this issue will be found part 
of the testimony relating to menhaden 
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fishing. All the witnesses agree on one 
point—namely, that unless the use of 
purse nets is prohibited, menbaden 
fishing will be a thing of the past. 
Where ground has been gone over 
thoroughly with these nets, it is stated 
that the fish never return. As regards 
the limitation of the fishing grounds to 
within three miles of the coast, such a 
proposition would meet with more op- 
position from the food fishermen than 
those engaged in the menhaden indus- 
try,from the fact as adduced before the 
Congressional Committee that men- 
haden only go to the shore when pur- 
sued by cod, bluefish and other species 
of the finny tribe, that prey on the 
menhaden. In the opinion of a mem- 
ber of the New York State Fish Com- 
mission, the three mile measure means 
extermination of the fishery and in its 
place he recommends that after obtain- 
ing accurate information about the 
spawning time of the menhaden, there 
ought to be a closed season in which 
all persons should be prohibited from 
catching them. It is not known what 
recommendation will be made by the 
committee. It is understood that the 
investigation has closed and a report is 
expected before the adjournment of 
Congress- But as the National Legis- 
lature moves in a mysterious way, it is 
difficult to speculate on the time when 
action will be taken or the character of 
the proposed law. The New Jersey 
Legislature was rather hasty. in its ef- 
forts to crowd out the menhaden fish- 
ing industry and having encroached on 
the rights of the higher power at 
Washington, may be called upon to 
repeal the obnoxious law that was 
foisted upon the people without warn- 
ing or investigating the subject.

THE ALIZARINE CASE, 


The trade has anxiously awaited the 
full text of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision in the alizarine case, but as yet 
no copy of it has been received. We 
had hoped to be able to print the de- 
cision, or a comprehensive synopsis of 
it, in this issue, but our Washington 
correspondent telegraphs us that it is 
not obtainable. Some days must 
necessarily elapse, therefore, before 
anything more definite than what we 
have already published is known as to 
the scope of the decision. But how- 
ever broad it may be, there is reason to 
believe that for some time to come 
there will not be so much competition 
as was anticipated when the decision 
first became known. An effort has 
been making among the foreign manu- 
facturers of alizarine,for some time past 
to form an export pool. These efforts 
are said to have failed because of the in- 
ability of the different makers to agree 
upon their respective proportions, 
When the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court was cabled to them on 
Tuesday, it led to another call for the 
convention, and presumably to a mnodi- 
fication of demands in some cases, as a 
combination was immediately formed. 
By its terms exportation to the 
United States is said to be prohibited, 
except through the same channel that 
alizarine is now marketed here. While 
the term for which the pool is formed 
is not stated it is understood to be dur- 
ing the life of the Badische Company's 
patents, namely to Oct. 1886. This is 
a shrewd move on the part of the man- 
ufacturers as it will result in maintain- 
ing prices that will afford a handsome 
profit. It is not supposible that the 
low prices which would follow an active 
competition would result in any mate- 
rial increase of consumption, and the 
manufacturers have evidently adopted 
this view. There is possibly room to 
doubt whether the convention will 
hold firmly together during the term 
for which itis supposed to have been 
formed, and it is also within the range 
of possibilities that other manufactur- 
ers than those now in the pool may 
enter the field. At such rates as have 
ruled for some years past the American 


market offers a very inviting field for 
the makers of alizarine and the man- 
agers of the pool will be surprisingly 
fortunate, if, should the legal restric- 
tions prove to have been removed by 
the recent decision, they are able to 
restrict exports to America to their 
own numbers.

THE PRODUCTION OF PIG LEAD. 

The growth of the lead corroding in- 
dustry in the United States has beeu 
frequently commented upon during 
the last few years, and has been largely 
regarded as in the nature of a factor 
which should tend to advance the 
value of the pig metal. In spite of 
the growing consumption, however, 
there has been a steadily declining 
price during the past two years and 
the recent recovery from the low figures 
current early in the present year, was 
only the result of a speculative support 
which already shows signs of failing. 
The explanation of the cause is found 
in the statistics of the production of 
pig metal, as shown by the annexed 
table compiled from the completed

Comparison with the figures of Span- 
ish export show that while the latter 
amounted to 77,000 tons in 1870, as 
against an American production of 
16,000 tons, our own production had 
grown by 1883 to 130,000 tons, while 
Spain had only reached 120,000 tons. 
That the domestic price should decline 
under so rapidly increasing a produc - 
tion is not an unnatural result, even 
inthe face of the fact that the con- 
sumption in the forin of corroded lead 
and in pipes and otherwise has been 
very large. The aggregate European 
production last year was 336,500, and 
the production of the world 470,000 
tons. of which the United States pro-, 
duced over twenty-seven percent. In 
view of the fact that the tariffpractically 
cuts off the foreign supply at anything 
like the rates that have been ruling for 
a long time past, the interest of Amer- 
ican consumers centers mainly in 
the domestic supply, the source of 
about 60 per cent of which is now the 
Colorado mines. Concerning these 
mines, the Leadville Chronicle says 
the product of that particular locality 
“ig falling off heavily, the reduction 
being brought about, so far as many of 
the smaller mines are concerned, by 
causes beyond their control, and as for 
the larger ones, they have also been re- 
ducing their shipments for various 
reasons. On the one hand, they have 
not succeeded in getting the freights 
reduced; and on the other, considering 
the character of the mining population, 
they did not wish to reduce the wages; 
while some failed in making satisfac- 
tory terms with the smelters. Tomine 
low grade ores (which form the bulk of 
this locality’s product) under these cir- 
cumstances, and sell pig lead at pre- 
vailing rates is a losing business, and 
the reduction of output now taking 
place has been the result. It will, of 
course, have a salutary effect on 
freights, and may have a good one on 
the lead market, should the curtail- 
ment be carried through for some 
time. At any rateit has helped to give 
greater stability to the price of lead, 
which, since the beginning of 
the new year has been fluctuating all 
the time between 4 cents and 41-8 
cents, and now develops greater 
strength. Whether, when the spring 
trade opens it will be active enough to 
still advance the price of lead, will de- 
pend on circumstances about which no 
judgment can be formed beforehand, 
but the same reasons which caused the 
advance since January are still prevail- 
ing, and the natural course would 
therefore be an additional improve- 
ment in the market.” 

The tendency of the market has been 
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reversed since our contemporary wrote, 
and instead of going above four cents, 
there is a strong disposition to remain 
under that figure. It will now be in- 
teresting to note whether this turn in 
the price has the effect of further cur- 
tailing the supply. If lead must range 
above four cents at New York to insure 
the working of the Colorado mines, the 
position of corroders is less secure than 
they have pictured. We are still dis- 
posed to regard four cents as a full 
figure for pig lead in this market, 
though it may be among the possibili- 
ties of the future that Colorado and 
Missouri will be on an equality as to 
the cost of product.

WESTERN DRUG JOBBERS ABAN- 
DON THE F, 0. B. SYSTEM. 

As announced in our drug market re- 
port on Saturday, the St. Louis jobbers 
have taken the lead in moving for a 
return to their former business rule of 
charging for boxes and cartage on as- 
sorted orders. It is but three months 
since these charges were abolished by 
a concerted movement among Western 
jobbers, and the f. o. b. system, which 
had come to be quite general at the 
East, became a national rule almost 
without an exception. The latest action 
of the St. Louis jobbers will surprise 
many. The belief was widesdread, 
even among those who opposed the f. 
0. b. system, that,when it once got into 
operation, the greater uniformity of 
practice which it secured would render 
it popular and firmly establish it asa 
fixed rule of the drug trade. We have, 
ourselves, been inclined to regard the 
movement as one in the right direction, 
because it removed an opportunity for 
irregular methods, which had been 
taken advantage of to no simall extent 
in past years. If uniform customs in 
this branch of trade are any aid to the 
general prosperity, then the f. o. b. 
system was along way in advance of the 
frequently waived charge for contain- 
ers and delivery. The avowal from 
St. Louis jobbers that the new method 
had been found unsatisfactory is sur- 
prising and we shall await with much 
interest the verdict of other Western 
houses who have been asked to re- 
spond to an invitation to renew the 
custom of charging for boxes and cart- 
age after May first. We regard it as 
scarcely probable that the Eastern job- 
bers will return to this charge, which 
they have now, almost without excep- 
tion, abandoned. The drug trade at 
the East handle fewer heavy goods 
than do the Western houses, and the 
free container system is possibly better 
adapted to this section than it is to 
those localities where a larger propor- 
tion of the sales undergo long ship- 
ment. There has been very little dis- 
eussion here of late as to the f. o. b. 
question, and we are not aware whether 
it it is working with entire satisfaction, 
but there is certainly no evidence that 


it is likely to be abandoned,

COMMERCIAL TRAVELEKS AND 
CONGRESS, 


Agitation having proved futile in the 
effort to wipe out the oppressive sys: 
tem in the South and far West of tax 
ing commercial travelers, the live sub- 
ject has been brought tothe attention 
of Congress. The REPORTER is pleased 
to announce that a bill has been intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives 
which provides that any corporation 
or officer of a State or municipal 
government interfering in any way 
with a commercial drummer engaged 
in selling goods shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic- 
tion of the offense, may be punished 
by fine or imprisonment, or both. The 
measure is avery popular one in Con- 
gress, and there is every indication of 
its final passage. It has the solid 
backing of the Committee on Manufac- 
tures, who not only recommends its 
adoption, but voices the sentiment of 
the different trades in expressing the 


opinion that the laws imposing taxes 
on road salesmen are in effect taxes up- 
on the people of other States seeking 
to extend trade between the States; 
that they are passed in the _ in- 
terest of local jobbers and unscrupul- 
ous informers, and are not for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue for the State, 
and, furthermore, that such laws are 
in direct conflict with the constitution 
of the United States. The report of 
this same committee also favors con- 
gressional action on the ground that 
the trouble and cost of redress 
through the law as it stands at present 
are so great as to preclude effective 
resistance to the abuse by commercial 
houses. Travelers have tried to coerce 
the State agents from year to year and 
the press has lifted up its voice against 
the nefarious practice, but the almighty 
dollar seems to be as great an attrac- 
tion to the covetous ring of misruled 
commonwealths to-day as it was at the 
beginning of the warfare. The fight 
must now be prosecuted through Cong- 
ress and the canker worm stamped out 
of existence. Sure aud immediate re- 
lief can only come through that source 
and'the sooner there form is inaugurat- 
ed the better for all concerned, Con- 
gress ought to pass the measure at this 
session; every business house outside 
of the tax districts that employs travel- 
ing salesmen, demands it; the drum- 
mers are a unit in favor of it, and on 
general principles such a law is necces- 
sary to re-establish pleasant commer- 
cial relations between the North and 
the South.

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


Below we give the summary of im- 
ports and exportsat the several ports 
of the United States for the seven 
months ending January 31st, 1884, com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
of 1883, as reported by the Bureau of 
statistics. There was an increase of 
imports for January over the previous 
month of December of $322,797 in value 
and a decrease of exports amounting 
to $1,621,316. February last shows a 
slight increase of January in imports, 
amounting to $365,861, and a decrease 
in exports of $12,713,968. In compari- 
son with February, 1883, the second 
month of this year shows a decline of 
$1,626,533 in imports and $5,579,600 in 
exports. The excess of the value of 
exports over imports of merchandise 
during 1884 was as follows : Month end- 
ed February 29th, $6,601,654; two 
months ended same time, $26,283,137 ; 
eight months ditto, $88,299,893 ; twelve 
months ditto, $100,419, 136. 

Among the articles free of duty im- 
ported last January which show a con- 


‘siderable increase over the importa- 


tions of the corresponding month in 
1883, are the following : Bleaching pow- 
der, 4,148,759 pounds ; brimstone, 1,581 
pounds ; expressed or fixed oils, 554,898 
pounds ; volatile or essential oils, 26,535 
pounds ; whale and fish oils, 5,452 gal- 
lons.

A fire occurred Friday in the wholesale drug 
establishment of R. H. Willliams, on the first 
floor of the building No. 168 South street, caus- 

ing $500 damages to the building and contents. 


We understand that the Ingersoll_Paint Com- 
pany have received the contract for supplying 
the paint to be used in painting the Brighton 
Hotel, Coney Island. The quantity required is 
about 3000 gallons. 


The nearest glass works to those in Denver 
are at Alton, Illinois, where the business is con- 
ducted on a small scale, and aside from one 
green bottle house in California, Denver 
possesses the only glass manufactory in the 
West. 


“The Union Window Glass Works at Martin’s 
Ferry will not be started up again very soen, 
probably not before August next, at the time 
of the general resumption of business. A dis- 
agreement among the stock holders is the cause 
of the supension. 


Our esteemed contemporary the Bottlers’

ment are to be congratulated upon its great 
business prosperity.”

Prayers will be 
offered by Rev. Arthur Brooks, rector of the 
Episcopal Church of the Incarnation. 


Mr. J. E. Davidson, Secretary of the New 
Castle Chemical Works Co., limited, which are 
located at New Castle on Tyne, arrived on Sun- 
day last by the “Gallia.’” upon business con- 
nected with the company, Mr. Davidson left 
on Monday night to visit the salt works. located 
at Warsaw, N. Y. 


The Crystal Plate Glass Company, Crystal 
City, Mo., are putting in a battery of six stecl 
boilers, of 120 horse power each, and a 20-pot 
Siemens regenerative gas furnace. The addi- 
tional furnaces will give the company four 
altogether, and a total of sixty eight pots, the 
other three furnaces being 16-pots each. 


The Denver glass factory, located near the 
water works, and owned by A. E. Epley & Son, 
owns 10 acres of ground, on which one of the 
buildings has been completed, and blowing was 
commenced last week. The present building is 
to be used as a green bottle house, and it starts 
with a capacity for manufacturing 40 gross a 
day. 

Judgment wasentered by William Weight- 
man, of the firm of Powers & Weightman, in 
the Philadelphia Common Pleas court last 
week, against Edmund E. Claxton & Co.,No.930 
Market-street, on three notes, given July 2, 
1880, amounting with interest and attorney 
commissions to $305,616.54. Execution was 
ordered, 

Mr. H. M. Benedict has resigned the Presi- 
dency of the Fulton Municipal Gas Company 
of Brooklyn, and Mr. Henry 8S. Rogers, of the 
Pratt Mfg. Co., has been elected in his place. It 
is said that the war between the Fulton Muni- 
cipal and the Nassau Companies, which was re- 





cently closed by an agreement as to rates, will 
be reopened in a few days.

The 
compiler of this little volume has hitherto 
shown marked ability in getting together in- 
formation which everybody wants now and 
then and never knows just where to find, and 
the present volume in no way differs, in this 
respect, from its predecessors. It is neatly 
printed and is handy to have in the house, 


St. Louis papers are asking themselves how 
they can afford to even try to compete with 
Pittsburgh in glass making when they have to 
pay 11% cents a bushel for coal against slack at 
134 and 2 cents at the latter place. The coal in 
Pittsburgh is of such fine heating and gas-pro- 


.ducing quality that its slack is equal to lump 


elsewhere. And so the St. Louisians mourn 
over 11% cents a bushel for coal and a discount 
of 80 off the selling price on glass. 


The National Flint and Lime Glass Associa- 
tion is considering the advisability of establish- 
ing a pool for the disposition of the product of 
the table-ware factories of Pittsburg, Whee!- 
ing, and vicinity. The details of the plan are 
net yet marked out, but will consist in the 
practical consolidation of the factories includ- 
ed in the pools into one gigantic concern to be 
managed by a Commissioner, with power to 
regulate the production and prices and to settle 
all weges disputed. 

The construction of a chemical factory on 
the banks of the Hudson in North Yonkers 
were recently commenced by Eastern capital- 
ists. The property on which the factory is 
being built is within a short distance of the 
residence of Samuel J. Tilden, the John K. 
Myers andjother large estates. It is said that 
Mr. Tilden and others are taking steps to secure 
an injunction on the grounds that the manu- 
facture of chemicals will be detrimental to the 
health and property surrounding. 


Some time ago it was discovered that the bond 
filed by the Municipal Gas Company of Brook- 
lyn in the City Clerk’s office could not be found. 
It was subsequently found, but the Fulton 
Municipal Gas Company, under which name 
the Municipal Gas Company passed under the 
control of the Standard Oil Company, conclud- 
ed to filea new bond. It was filed Monday. 
The amount is $50,000, and the signers of the 
bond are Charles Pratt and Charles M. Pratt, 
both of the Pratt M’f'g Co. 


Mr. J. Fitzpatrick, seenier member of the firm 
of J. Fitzpatrick & Co., importers of glass, this 
city, returned home last Friday from an ex- 
tended sojourn abroad. The gentleman spent 
considerable time in Belgium at the scene of 
the present strike of the glassblowers, and 
thoroughly familiarized himself with the con- 
dition and prospects of affairs there. He is of 
opinion that the troubles will be of prolonged 
duration, and that its effect bere wlll beto give 
astrong stimulus both to demand and prices. 


The Herald printsa St. Petersburg dispatch 
to the following effect: **A despatch from Gen. 
Komaroff, Governor of the Transcaspian; dated 
Askabad, April 3, says that several trade cara- 
vanshad left Mery for Bokhara, Khiva and 
Meshed, The Turcomans bought from the car- 
vans their entire stock of American cotton- 
seed.” The value of this information would 
appear to lie in the application of it. It is, 
however, a fair sample of the commercial in- 
telligence that is printed by the daily papers. 


A fire broke out in Messrs. Swindell Bros.’ 
glass works, Baltimore,on Friday the 11th inst., 
and on account of the muddy roads prevent- 
ing the engines from reaching the factory in 
time considerable damage was done. The in- 
terior of the buildings is ruined, but the walls 
still stand. Mr. Walter Swindell estimated the 
loss on the pots and glassware about $3,000. 
The remaining !oss on the buiidings, stock and 
machinery will swell the loss to at least $5,000. 
He stated that the loss was covered by insur- 
ance, mostly, he thought, in out-of-town com- 
panies. 

At Salem, N. J., Monday night a fire originat- 
edin the pot-house of Gaynor’s glass-workes, 
and extended to the oilcloth works of William 
Morris, adjoining. A scarcity of water allowed 
tne flames to make rapid headway, and the 
glass-works and two large three-story build- 
ings of the oilclot works were destroyed. Two 
other buildings were damaged. Mr. Morris's 
loss will amount to $75,000, the insurance teing 
$44.000. Gaynor’s glass-works were owned by 
Starr & Brother, and the loss on the building 
and tools will amount to $18,000, partly covered 
by insurance. About 100 men are thrown out 
of em} loyment. 


To remove varnishes and paints from wood- 
work, without injuring the latter, the follow- 
ing process may be successfully employed: The 
coat to be removed is covered with a very con- 
centrated solution of gum, which is allowed to 
dry without the aid of artificial heat. The gum 
on drying cracks and splits,and may easily be 
removed by gently tapping it. In breaking off, 
it carries the underlying coat of paint or var- 
nish with it. Large surfaces, such as doors, 
windows, etc., are coated with a layer of soft 
soap; this is allowed to remain over night, and 
washed off with warm water on the following 
day, when the paint will be removed.- Indus- 
triebl. 


Paper bottles are now made on a large scale 
in Germany and Austria. The paper must be 
well sized, The following is said to be a good 
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receipt for the paper: Ten parts of rags, forty 
of straw, fifty of brown wood pulp. The paper 
is impregnated or coated on both sides with 
sixty parts of defibrinated fresh blood, thirty- 
five parts of lime powder, five parts sulphate 
ofalumina. After drying, ten or twelve rolled 
eaves are coated again, placed over each other, 

nd then placed in heated moulds. The albu- 
men in the blood forms a combination on pres- 
sure with the lime which is perfectly proof 
againstfspirits, etc. The bottles are made in 
two pieces, which are joined afterwards. 


The imports of soap into India have more 
than doubled during the last five years, and the 
trade has steadily increased from year to year. 
It isnot anything like a large trade even now, 
for the largest quantity yet imported, that of 
last year, reached only 34,546 cwt., the value of 
which was but little over six lakhs of rupees. 
But the Indian soap factories are doing well 
and increasing their outturn, and it may be 
hoped that the demand will go on largely in- 
creasing from year to year. There is certainly 
anample field for the increased use of soap, 
for at present, after allowing for local manu- 
facture, it may be said of the people of India 
that soap is to them an unknown luxury, the 
consumption being at tne rate ot less than a 
rupee’s worth for each 200 inhabitants a year. 
—London Grocer. 


It is estimated that the salt fields of western 
New York will this year produce 900,000 barrels 
of the best salt manufactured, and that the 
production will be doubled the following year. 
A few years since a well was sunk at the little 
village of Wyoming on the Rochester and Pitts- 
burgh Railroad, forty miles southwest of Roch- 
ester. The diggers were looking for petroleum, 
but found instead a deposit of rock salt, Wells 
were shortly after put down in various places 
within a radius of 100 miles, and the results 
have been wonderful. The most prominent 
place in this territory, perhaps, is Warsaw, 
Wyoming county, where there are ecigtt wells. 
Solid salt is found at a distance from the sur- 
face of from 1600 to 1800 feet. ‘The beds are 
about 90 feet thick. Dr. Guinlock is manufac- 
turlng from one well an average of 300 barrels 
daily. 

The Phoenix Glass Co. have definitely decided 
to rebuild on their old site at Phillipsburg, 
Beaver county, and they have already com- 
menced to clear away the rubbish from the 
ground. The fire that destroyed their works 
last winter did not do much damage to the fur- 
naces, which, with a little alteration and re- 
pairing, will be as good asever. One is quite 
new, and the other only three years old, and 
they have a combined capacity of twenty-three 
pots. One of the reasons that induced them 
to rebuild here is the opening up of new coal 
deposits which extend clear down to their fac- 
tory and from which they can obtain fuclata 
minimum cost. They intend to crect a very 
complete and convenient factory anJ to have 
itin readiness to start by August 15, the time 
when the flint glass factories resume aftcr the 
proposed summer shut-down. 


A London correspondent of the Sanitary En- 
gineer says: “Mr. Warton, that worthy M. P. 
who wastes so much of hisown and the public 
time by ‘blocking’ bills, introduced a bill, 
March 26, in the House of Commons, the object 
of which is to limit the sale of patent medi- 
cines. In principle the bill is sound, but many 
of its provisions are so extremely unsatisfac- 
tory that the House showed its wisdom by 
negativing it without a division. Mr. Warton’s 
bill assumes that all patent medicines are 
poisons until they have been proved, by offi- 
cial analysis, to be harmless, and it goes on to 
provide that all those which are found to con- 
tain poisonous ingredients should be deemed 
poisonous within the meaning of the Pharmacy 
Act. No doubt the public nowadays are en- 
abled to buy poisons in the shape of patent 
medicines far too readily, and it is satisfactory 
to note that the Government is about to bring 
ina bill to regulate the sale of these drugs. 
This bill will deal with the subject in a much 
more satisfactory way than Mr. Warton’s bill 
would do, which, as the Attorney-General 
pointed out, would interfere with the sale and 
use of many medicines which could do us no 
possible harm, and would, moreover, prove a 
source of great interference to trade.’’ 


A firm in San Francisco, who handles consid- 
erable ginseng for export, observed a few 
weeks ago that, although the bulk of the ship- 
ments was no greater, there wasa frightful in- 
crease in weight. Dozens of bales of the long 
yellow roots were broken open in a search for 
fillings of brick or scrap iron, but without suc- 
cess until a day or two since. ‘Then a clerk was 
meditatively chewing at a bit of the root, ex- 
tracted fronr a pile unusually heavy for its size 
and exhausting it in the endeavor to obtain a 
solution to the mystery, he reached foranother 
and larger piece of probably an inch in diame- 
ter and a foot and a half in length. What ought 
to have been light as bamboo was as heavy as 
Mark Twain's jumping frog, whose stomach 
was stuffed with shot. The astonished clerk 
tried to break it, but it wouldn't break, and 
then he dissected it with a hatchet, with the re- 
sult that the pith of the root was found to have 
undergone a peculiar process, which turned it 
to lead. Examination disclosed numerous roots 
doctored in the same manner, and the mystery 
of the increase of weight in ginseng was solved, 
A number of experiments showed that the 
trick could be most readily worked by punch- 
ing out the light pith with a flexible steel rod. 
and then running the leud in in a melted stat”

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Stock in the Bradford Exchange during 
March sold as low as $290 for a membership. In 
the Producers’ Exchange. memberships are in 
the market at $70.—Pelroleum Age. 


The operators interestcd in the wells about 
Henry’s Mills say the production of the large 
producers there is declining rapinly, and from 
frequeut shots and agitation they do not re- 
cover so rapidly as formerly, 

The Austrian’ refiners who have made cor- 
tracts with the Roumanian producer of crude 
oil,eannot get their supplies, and it seems 
probable that they, too, like the refinery at 
Fiume, will be obliged to import their crude 
oil from America.—Era. 


A correspondent in speaking of the action o 
the Ohio State Senate on the new pipe bill says: 
“The oily measure is in such a condition as t» 
cause a conflagration at the very start of the 
next session. The blaze from the explosion 
will no doubt last throughout the coming cam- 
paign in this state. It has caused more excites 
ment than the bribery exposures three years 
ago.” 

An Oil City correspondent writes: “Roth the 
Lang and the Mills & Mullens welisareshowing 
as good as anything yct struck, and if anything 
n little better. It is impossible to put anything 
like a reliable estimate on either. Operators 
are coming here every day and the shorts c:n 
see a big field, while the longs say it don't 
amount to anything. They certainly have a 
prospective field here that will influence the 
market during the next six months.” 


Mr. James A. Waugh, the oil operator. has 
made a wager with Mr. John Denham, of War- 
ren, Pa., that no well in Macksburg, Ohio, will 
make 500 bbis in any ten consecutive days dur- 
ing the next six months. Mr. Denman,who has 
great faith apparently in the producing capac- 

‘Yof Macksburg, wagered Mr. Jefferson Var- 
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ney, of the same place, that the Ohio Oil Co.’s 
well known as the Laing well, will make 100 
bbls during a certain 24 hours within 30 days. 


A respectable portion of the trade are of the 
opinion that the Laing well, near Macksburg, 
bas not flowed anything, and a few venture 
the opinion that it never will. It was drilled 
two and one-half hours, and at one time about 
two gallons of oil boiled over the driving pipe. 
The hole stands full of salt water and oil withia 
20 feet of the top. The Champers well flowed 
175 barrels the first 24 hours. Mooney comes to 
the front with a well between 10 and 20 barrels 
somewhere in the Clarendon field. 


} A prominent oil operator of Warren, Pa., in 
giving his views of the market, wound up as 
follows: “As for myself, I am neithera bull 
norabear. I am, to be truthful, afraid to deal 
nowadays. There are too many telegraph 
lines, too many mysteries, too many scouts, too 
many million barrels of oil, too many whales 
and too many liars in the trade.” Andfora 
period to his views there passed a man who in 
1876 was worth over $100,000—speculated, and 
is now selling fish. 

Much excitement prevails at Macksburg, 
near Marietta, over a big oil strike. The Mills 
and Mullen well suddenly hegan to spout on 
Saturday, throwing oil 40 feet above the top of 
the derrick. [t is thought to be a 100-barrel 
well, and of men are pouring in from all dires- 
tions, while land is being leased rapidly. A 
telegram to the REPORTER on Monday from 
Parkersburg stated that the Laing, Keeler & 
Co.’s well, on the lands of the Ohio Coal Com- 
pany, near Macksburg, flowed one hundred and 
fitty barrols the first day. 

Thursday morning at the Pittsburg Petrole- 
um Exchange was one of the most exciting in 
the history of that institution. The strong close 
on Wednesday night at 087% frightened the 
shorts and set the bulls wild. When the gong 
sounded for the beginning of business 99 rang 
rang out from a score of throats, and a number 
of large lots changed hands at that price. One 
dealer then offered $1 for 100,000 barrels, but 
the dealers were loath to part with their oil* 
The shorts yelled themselves hoarse in their 
endeavor to cover, Finally Broker Watson 
stepped forward and began to unload. In a 
short time he had relieved himself of over a 
million barrels and had succeeded in breaking 
the market to 973¢c, nearly two cents from the 
opening figure. The total sales of the day will 
aggregate 15,000,000. 

An interesting lecture has just appeared in 
the Toronto Globe, which has been delivered at 
Winnipeg,'by a prominent professor of natural 
history of onejof the Canadian colleges, and 
who has recently returned from a scientific 
exploring expedition to the northwest of the 
Dominion. In speaking of the immense sources 


of revenue to be derived from the country, al- | 


most adjacent to the Canada Pacific Railway, in 
the Manitoba District, he says that he ha ob- 
served vast tracts of oil region where petro- 
leum, which is said to be equal in quality, oozes 
from the surface of the ground and discharges 
itself into the adjacent lake. That the only use 
made of this valuable product is by the Indi- 
ans, who, by a boiling process, reduce it to a 
substance resembling gum for the purpose of 
staunching their canoes.—Financial and Min- 
ing News. 

The aggregate sales on the floor of the Pitts- 
burg Oil Exchange last Thursday, were the 
largest in the history of the institution. The 
largest hands played during the week were 
those by Tedcastle, at Oil City. and Tom Wat- 
son, of Pittsburg. The latter, however, did not 
confine bis deals entirely to that city, and it is 
safe to say that his deals, for whatever faction 
he may be representing, were well up in the 
millions. Tedcastle'’s deals cannot be said to 
have been specially significant, except it be 
that his most recent heavy purchases were 
simply for the purpose of snstaining the mar- 
ket, while perhays much greater stocks were 
being disposed of through pigeons. Of Wat- 
son’s deals it oan only be conjectured that his 
Jateat movements were simply for the purpose 
of getting a better average on the oil secured 
over a week since. 

Mr. Thomas Gale, who for a month has been 
boring for salt on hia farm at Liverpool, near 
Syracuse, N, Y., at 1 o'clock Saturday morning 
struck a rich vein of salt-water at a depth of 
1,410 feet. The water is 100 deg. test, and is 25 
deg. stronger than the water from the State 
wells, Experts assert that the water fully 
equals that of the wells of the Warsaw group. 
The deepest well on the salt reservation is 306 
feet, The manner of drilling Mr. Gale’s wel) 
was that used in drilling the oil wells in Penn- 
sylvania, The new well is about 60 feet above 
Onandago Lake.

As the wells heard from in this section show a 
decrease in stocks, it is reasonable to suppose 
that the above figures are nearly correct for 
production, making the total; footing for 
March about the same as in February. Brad- 
ford shows a decrease of over 400 barrels, and 
Alleghany an increase of nearly 200 barrels, as 
compared with February.

One of the most prominent bears in Oil City 
has been interviewed on the future course of 
the crude market, with the following result:— 
“I am not bearing on the Pennsylvaaia and 
New York fields at all. They are worn out and 
old, with small probabilities of increasing their 
present production of 62,000 barrels. But 
since we have got down to a production of 
62,000 barrels daily, we have lost our commer- 
cial importance. The world’s total production 
of crude petroleum is 130,000 barrels daily, and 
as we now produce less than half this amount 
weno longer make the world’s market on the 
basis of supply and demand. Besides, these 
other regions which are now producing more 
than one-half of the world’s petroleum are 
comparatively fresh territory, with the proba- 
bilities largely in favor of an increase in pro- 
duction, at least as§rapidly as the production 
of ourold field goesdown. Russia has a vast 
reservoir of crude, which has only been tapped 
and is waiting for transportation. This oil is 
of very inferior quality to ours, but favored 
by the family relationship ef the erowned 
heads of the effete monarchies of Europe, it 
will enter into serious competition with us 
there. Then there is Roumania, which pro- 
duces a much better oil than the Baku district, 
while it still has the favor of the aforesaid 
inter-married, crowned heads. This is why I 
am sure foreign oil will soon become a strong 
competitor for foreign trade. ButI am nota 
bear merely on the the foreign fields. The 
principal bear argument is found in the general 
condition of trade, With the world bombined 
against us,we havea hardrowtohoe. With 
the heavy decline in foodstuffs, it is only natu- 
ral that cotton, petroleum, iron, and all manu- 
fuctured products, should suffer a correspond- 
ing depreciation in money value, for any 
article which remained stationary would have 
to be considered rapidly advancing in price, as 
compared with its food purchasing capacity.”

Some Facts on Menhaden Fishing. 

As the New Jersey Legislature has prohibited 
menhaden fishing within three miles of the 
shore, the trade will be interested in the fol- 
lowing testimony given recently. by men of 
experience before the Congressional Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, appointed to exam- 
ine into the subject of the protection to be 
given by law to the fish and fisheries on the 
Atlantic coast. The evidence given below re- 
lates principally to menhaden fishing and was 
heard at ascesion of the Committee held in 
New Jersey. The REPORTER 1s under obliga- 
tions to Mr. Eugene Blackford, the practical 
man of the New York State Fish Commission, 
for the privilege grunted of copying the testi- 
mony in his possession ; 

Mr. James T. Mills, a fisherman of Barnegat, 
N.J., in his testimony before fhe Committee, 
said: The menhaden fish are much less now 
than formerly along the beach and Barnegat 
inlet; so far as my travels and experience bave 
been, there is not a quarter; lots of them used 
to run into Barnegat Bay, but the number has 
been greatly reduced. I have seen fishing 
steamers within 200 or 300 yards of the bar on 
the beach—say 400 yards; that is pretty close; 
have seen 18 or 20 in a fleet at a time; it is three 
or four years since I recollect seeing the 
steamers so plentiful. Blue and striped bass 
fishing has been dropping off for the past five 
years, and I attribute it to cateliing menhaden 
with purse nets. The ménhaden spawn in our 
bays to quite an extent; have seen them taken 
in the early Spring with roe that looked to be 
ripe—nearly in a state for spawning, and thea 


in the months of August and September I have 
seen them in large schools of thousands, about 
3 to 4inches in length. Blue-fish, striped bass 
and cod feedon the menhaden. The menhaden 
are afish that comes right close along the 
shores. I have followed the sea along here and 
have been back and forward along the coast, 
and as far as my experieuce has been, the men- 
haden are close within a mile and a half to two 
miles of the beach; oftcner you find them 
within a mile. Have never seen boats fishing 
20 to 30 miles from the shore; they sometimes 
go off three-quarters of a mile and usually 
keep within two miles from shore. Since 
the steam fisheries commenced, the quantity 
of menbaden has been reduced to one-quarter 
of what there was ten yearsago. Cod fish. as 
a rule, live further off-shore and on the bottom; 
have found menhaden in them when cleaning. 
The bluefish run with the schools of menhaden, 
follow them upand feed onthem, Steamers 
cannot come in the bay now; there is not wuter 
enough in our inlets.” 

Mr. J. K. Ridgeway,who keeps the club house 
at Long Reach and follows the occupation of 
fishing, testified as follows: Ten years ago the 
bay and sea were both almost alive with men- 
haden, but now there are none of any account. 
I have made fishing pay with a crew of six men. 
The diminution of fish is caused by using purse 
seines around the inlet. Last year I counted as 
high as21 steamers a day that loaded within 
Jess than two miles of the place where I reside- 
Have seen theni fishing less than 300 yards from 
the shore. Have never known of any malady 
among the fish; at onetime there was a terri- 
ble rush of blue fish on the cuast and they 
drove thousands of bushels of menhaden 
ashore. People make very little use of men- 
haden fish except in the fall when they get 
very fatand the poorer class of people salt 
them down for winter use; they are quite equal 
to the shad when first salted. Menhaden gen- 
erally come the later part of April, but are very 
thin then. The first menhaden we catch have 
the roe in partly spawned. They spawn at sea 
principally. By the latter part of August we 
see schools of the young fry about aninch and 
a half long; when leaving in the fall the for- 
mation of the roe commences and is about an 
inch long. The summer breed of menhaden 
spawn after entering the bay; they are not 
wild fish; you can row a boat quite near them 
without scaring them off. The present mode 
of fishing will eventually destroy the menhaden 
fisheries, Have seen plenty of them all along 
the coast of Massachusetts; but do not know 
how much farther they can be found; they 
feed on the malculae in the water; have never 
been able to find any other food in them. The 
farmers used to catch menhaden for fertilizing 
purposes, but they made such a horrible stench 
that the practice has not been followed for 
years. Menhaden never return toa fishing 
ground that has been gone over thoroughly 
with a purse net.” 

Benjamin W. Richards of Philadelphia, who 
has fished for sport every summer for 25 years 
in Little Egg Harbor bay, Tuckerton bay 
and Barnegat Inlet, appeared before the com- 
mittee, and said that the menhaden fishing in™ 
terest required some legislation to prevent the 
destruction of fish. ‘Anything like purse fish- 
ing in the bay should be prohibited entirely. I 
haye seen itin Egg Harbor bay, and they will 
take up a school and hardly loose a dozen fish 
particularly where the water was rather smooth’ 
I think purse net fishing exceedingly injurious’ 
If that could be abolished entirely, not allowed 
to be practiced within three miles of the coast, 
it would have very marked effect upon the fish- 
ing interests of the country. Where there is 
one man engaged in taking menhaden for the 
purpose of the manufacture of oil, there are 
twenty, if not more, who are employed in fish- 

ng as a means of livelihood.” 

F. G. Myers, who resides on Tom’s river. but 
frequently goes down to the eastern shore: 
of Virginia, said that menhaden fish seer to be 
getting scarcer in the South every season; they 
are caught with purse nets mostly by sailing 
vessels. 

E. 8. Taylor otf Cape May city was the next 
witness. He said: It is about 27 years since the 
menhaden fishing first commenced along out 
coast. They used sailing vessels then, and 
had two factories at Port Monmouth. 
I saw them use very long nets, probably 40 to 
50 feet deep and which gathered in the form of 
a bag at the bottom. The menhaden fish usu- 
ally appear in large schools on our coast about 
the first of June or later, and disappear in Oc- 
tober. They swim on the surface and as soon 
as the water becomes cold they disappear and 
gosouth probably. I bave seen as high as 
three thousand bushels hauled ashore at one 
time at Port,Monmouth. They were pulled 
ashore with horses and sold for fertilizers. I 
am satisfied that along that shore now they 
could not catch 3,000 bushels in a hundred 
years. The menhaden live upon what we call 
suction; they feed on the spawn of different 
kinds of fish that float on the surface, as well 
as insects. When large schools run to shore, 
which we used to see a few years ago, especial- 

ly at Long Branch, you will always see a quan- 
tity of mackerel following. Haveseen aschool 
of menhaden lying on the surface of the water 
four miles from the shore apparently feeding. 
They seem to only seek the shore when pur- 
sued, The menhaden fishery, I take it, ia more 
profitable within four or five miles of the main 
coast than it would be in the inlets and bays.”’ 

Chas. L. Tilton, of Reed's Beach, about two 
miles dowa the coast, gave his experience ay 


ae 


follows: “Ihave caught and sold as high as 
25,000 menhaden fish a day. Have suld them to 
the people on the main land, barrels and bar- 
rels of them at 50 cents, 75 cents, and $1 per 
hundred. The people corned them for their 
own use; now they can’t get one for money. 
There are hundreds of people living back in 
the country who would rather have menhaden 
for food than bluefish. I have fished cleven 
years with a three inch mesh, until they came 
down with the nets in the schooners. Even be- 
fore they had the stenmers you would see 
twenty or thirty schooners, and they caught 
fish right in where we were and broke up our 
fishing. We used to commence fishing about 
the first of September and stop in December or 
middle of November. We used to sell from 
$1,400 to $1,600 worth of fish; there were six in 
our crew, realizing us$ about $200 or $3(0 each 
per season.” 

Mr. Eugene Blackford, of the New York Fish 
Commission, also appearcd before the cotm- 
mittee, and recommended that after obtaining 
accurate information as to the spawning time 
of the menhaden, there should be a closed sea- 
son, in which all persons should be prohibited 
from catching them. He thought theie was no 
other legislation that would be just to all par- 
ties. “It has been stated by those who know 
that the three mile enactment—not to fish 
within three miles of the shore—means exter- 


mination of the fishery.”

New Use for Cottonseed Hulls. 


Parties in this city are buying large quanti- 
ties of cottonseed hulls in the South to make 
packing for car journal boxes. They bought 
out certain patents three years ago, and are 
building up a good business. The hulls were 
formerly used as tuel and bedding for animais, 
but now they are carefully preserved and 
packed forthe purpose above stated. Cotton- 
seed hulls, it is claimed, make the best and most 
economical packing for car journal boxes, for 
the reason that in order to determine the coin- 
parative cost of hulls and waste, the boxes on 
one side of acur have been packed with waste 
and those on the opposite side of the same car 
with hulls, and the account of cost for the 
same length of time showed a saving of 26 pe 
cent. in favor of the bulls. Tic two kinds: f 
packing were also tried in like manner with a 
locomotive, with a saying of 58 per cent. in 
favor of the hulls, this saving being in the 
greater cheapness of the hulls and also in the 
smaller quantity of oil used, the hulls requr 
ing much less oil than theiwaste does. And 
furthermure, it is said that a leading trunk line 
has used within the last few months over 100,000 
pounds of hulls for packing 

A representative of the REPORTER called st 
the office of this new business on Broadway 
last week,to get some information about the 
process followed in preparing the hulls for 
journal packing. The gentleman in charge of 
the office said it wasa private matter, and vs 
they expected to establish a large trade for the 
article, it was not wise in his opinion to open 
the door to competitors. He also declined to 
give the amount of hulls bought every yer. 
The different railroads, be added, were ieaving 
off the use of cotton and wool waste, sawdust, 
shavings, &c., and found the hulls much 
preferable. 
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Prof. Gesner on Coal Oil Distillation. 


Last Saturday a Representative of the Kr- 
PORTER had the pleasure of an interview with 
Prof. G. W. Gesner, who, with his father, the 
late Dr. Abraham Gesner, the inventor and 
patentee of kerosene, began the coal oil 
industry in this country in 1854. <A subject 
was discussed which is daily becoming more 
and more important. Mr. Gesner, though en- 
gaged in mining and chemical manufacturing 
affairs, bas kept in mind the coal oil and petro- 
leum industry. In 1865 he published a second 
edition of his father’s work, entitled “Coal, 
Petroleum, and other Distilled Oils.” This 
work contained the various methods then in 
use in coal oil distillation, with drawings of the 
apparatus, &c., for carrying it on. At the 
present time he is examining certain by-pro- 
ducts of the petroleum refining. During the 
course of the conversation he said: 

“A few months ago I was consulted as to the 
probable profit to be made by bringing Vir- 
ginia cannel coal to New York to treat for pur- 
affin and lubricating oils principally. A com 
pany had been formed for that purpose, and 
their experimental operations, which bad been 
carefully. conducted, gave most encouraging 
results, I did not think that, though it prom- 
ised so well, the results of such an enterprize 
would compare with those which would attend 
the distillation of a cannel at or near the mine; 
the cost of transportution alone of the coal to 
this point being large enough to produce its 
oils, &c., at those places. 

I think that the time will come, or is near at 
hand when coal oil distillation can be profita- 
bly resumed in Virginia, Obio and Kentucky, 
at least, and I do not think that a more profit- 
able field for investment offers itself to the 
capitalist than the cannel coal lands of the 
States named. I am familiar with their coal 
fields and their canne! coals and they certainly 
contain an enormous quantity of good oil 
yielding material. As the petroleum wells 
diminish in the quantity and quality of their” 
product, and the price of their oils begin to 
rise, then will come a demand for that coal can 
afford, and large areas of cannel coul landg

test of any coal for use or of value unless all 
of its products are experimentally obtained, 
andthe seam of their values found. From 
some coals, lubricating oils and paraffine and 
very little illuminating oil may be most profit- 
ably made. From others, naphtha and illu- 
minating oils would be most profitably pro- 
duced. One variety of cannel coal in Mus- 
kingum County, Ohio, gave very little naph- 
tha and light oil, but yielded paraffine abund- 
antly. Itisafour-foot horizontal seam, The 
Most ofthe Ohio can- 
nels are like it. 

Lumps of cannel coal from various statcs 
have yielded good results. Pennsylvania, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, 
Texas, and the far western states can turnish 
the quota of cannel conl if called upon, and 
there isno danger of its guing out or its oil 
ceasing to flow.

Japanese Fish-Oil. 


Consul Van Buren, of Kanagawa, reports as 
follows: Our invoice record-books show such 
a rapid increase in the exportation to the 
United States of fish-oil, in ita different forme, 
that T have thought it might prove a matter of 
interest to our people to know something of its 
method of preparation and uses. 

It is obteined from asmall fish called “iwashi”’ 
found in enormous shoals along the Japanese 
coasts, especially in the vicinity of Nambu, on 
the north of the main island. The largest 
catches are made in winter. 

The ordinary process of trying is the one em- 
ployed. The fish are pluced, with alittle water, 
in large iron kettles over a hot fire and thor- 
ouzhly boiled. The contents are then poured 
into small filtering bags of paper, outside of 
which are similar ones of strong cloth. A num- 
ber of these are placed in a press which forces 
out the oil through the pores of this double 
enyelope. Usuaily two qualities of oil are ob- 
tained, the finer of the color of ordinary table 
sherry, the other a dark brown. The first is se- 
cured by a double trying and filtering. The 
residum remaining in the bags after pressure 
resembles soft brown soap. This is known in 
commerce as “‘fish-stock,” fish wax,” fish-oil 
cake,” ‘“fish-tallow,” ‘“fish-oil foots,” and 
“soapstock.” 

Before the importation of kerosene this fish 
oil was largely used in Japan for illuminating 
purposes. In its different forms it is now em- 
ployed in the manufacture of soap and candles, 
and 1n softening the hemp used in rope-mak- 
ing. 

The rapid increase in the value of its exports 
will be seen by the following table, taken from 
the customs reports:

The demand from the United States seems to 
have been recognized here for the first time in 
1882, when the value shipped to New York, via 
Suez, declared at this consulate-general, was 
$1,615.98, Mexican, while, during the past year 
(1883), the declared export to the United States 
trom this port has risen to $40,211.06, Mexican. 

Still another valuable article is obtained in 
the preparation of the oil, namely, a rich man- 
ure, which consists of the bones and skin of the 
fish, the residuum left in the boilers after the fat 
is removed, It is known here as “kaw,” and is 
said to be of more value, as a fertilizer, than 
guano. 

I cannot ascertain that any of this is sent 
away from the country, which is not to be wo1- 
dered at, as the prime necessity of the Japanese 
farmer is fertilizing material. 
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Bark-Growers and Quinine. 


Some weeks ago we printed extracts from a 
communication in the Ceylon Observer from 
two bark men, in which they arraigned the 
quinine syndicate as a movement especially 
antagonistic to the interest of the growers of 
the bark. This bas drawn from “one of the 
first authoritics on the subject’’ the annexed 
reply, which contains some interestirg points. 
As to the consumption in America, the 
“authority” is, we think, not well informed. 
We quote from the communication as follows: 

In the last months of 1881 the supply of bark 
was evidently becoming too large for the wants 
of the market, notwithstanding that those 
wants had heen on an unprecedented scale, 
owing to large purchases of quinine on specu- 
lators’ account. German manufacturers were 
offering quinine for March, 1882, at prices very 
much under the spot price. 

This moment was positively considered a 
propitious one by a party of capitalists to form 
acorner in bark and quinine with the object 
of driving up the price. The manufacturers 
were not, however, to be caught, and the move- 
ment upwards was small and insufficient for 
the purpuse. The position remained with little 
alteration till the summer of 1882, when a party 
of manufacturers took, it is said, a large share 
of the syndicate’s stock of bark and quinine on 
their shoulders, and, having thus loaded thom- 
selves tried by free buying to raise the market. 
This effort failed to do more than maintain 
about the artificial level at which the combina- 
tion-stock stood. Meanwhile, outside specula- 
tors in quinine kept the market frequently 
suppiied with their stocks, parting with them, 
very wisely, on seeing the unmanageable state 
of ¢he stock of bark which all this time had 


been steadily growing, especially in South 
American sorts. 

The importers of South American bark, not- 
ably thos? interested in the Cuprea kinds, could 
only realize their purchases satisfactorily at the 
old high prices and were not reluctant sellers. 
In consequence the business doing during the 
fall was chiefly East Indian, to the planters’ 
great advantage. Dropping markets followed, 
and the position steadily kept changing for the 
worse. 

Last summer a Sarge convention cof manufac- 
turers wag formed, the object of which was to 
contract the make till the large accumulations 
of quinine went into consumption, The Eng- 
lish makers were not members, but were not 
unfriendiy to the operation, as by this time, it 
had become clear that very large losses would 
have to be faced, and a panic must always be 
injurious to planter and manufacturer alike. 


The convention having all ‘‘gone to water,” 
owing to theaction of the London houses, it is 
not much use discussing what it might haye 
done; it is more to the point to look the posi- 
tion in the face and see what the open market 
means as to the planters’ prospects. 


Stocks.—There is the largest stock of bark 
now in London and Paris the world has ever 
seen, principally South American, and not all 
inferiom. There is bark harvested in South 
America ready to come over ata price. In ad- 
dition, an enormous quantity of quinine is be- 
lieved on good authority to be in existence 
ready for use.the surplus of the over manufac- 
ture of late years. 

Consumption.—There has been no very espec- 
ial demand for quinine of late years in America: 
and asthat country gets steadily more culti- 
vated, so will the consumption per head of 
quinine decrease. The Indian Government 
now supply all their wants from their own 
plantations. 

No doubt. at prices between 4s and 6s for 
quinine, which is the probable outlook, very 
low prices will be obtained for low barks, and 
twigs will become quite unsaleable. Those 
planters who have true officinalis and calisaya 
trees, or who produce really fine renewed red, 
will command the market; while plantations of 
inferior barks will be best left to grow for a 
time, till the cffect of low prices on South 
American wild bark has become visible. 


When quinine ranged between these limits, 
years ago, with a perfectly open market, there 
was little profit for South American importers 
of wild bark, and information recently received 
inclines one to think that it costs more now to 
collect than it did then. The paucity of sales 
tends to confirm this view. 

Referring to some points made by another 
correspondent of the Ubserver, whose letter has 
escaped us, but whose statements are indicated 
by this reply, he says: 

No effort was made to keep quinine at 48 by 
the manufacturers when it ranged down to that 
figure some years back. 

“Distributors’’ unknown in the London trade 
by that name; perbavs the wholesale druggists 
are meant. 

Units in low bark worth less than in rich 
ones. At present the unit is worth from 5d to 
74 net. Howards’ price for quiaine is in bulk, 
net 565d. Usually on a falling market the 
weakness is felt first in the raw maferial. 


All the manufacturers buy on their own 
analysis and examination of the samples.

The New Jersey Fishing Bill. 


The following is a condensed copy of the 
more important provisions of the bill which 
passed both houses of the New Jersey Legisla- 
ture regulating the fishing industry: 

Section 1. Makes it unlawful for any person 
with steam vessels to take with purse or 
shirred nets any menbaden, porgies, herring or 
other fish in any waters within the jurisdiction 
of New Jersey, including the waters of the At- 
lantic Ocean within three nautical miles of the 
coast line of said State; penalty $200, and for- 
feiture of vessel with fish, tackle, furniture 
and apparel. 

Sec. 2. Forbids steam vessels having on board 
within same limits any purse or shirred nets 
seines, &c., and makes masters or owners liable 
to a penalty of $100 and forfeiture as before. 

Soc. 3. Actions under foregoing sections, how 
begun. 

Sec. 4. Directs sheriffs and constables, and 
authorizes any other person, to seize and secure 
such vessel, and prescribes subsequent pro- 
ceedings for condemnation and sale. 

Sec. 5. Subjects persons on board such ves- 
sels resisting seizure to penalty of $50. 

Sec. 6. As to sale and disposition of property 
seized. 

Sec. 7. If owners wish to retain possession of 
vessel seized, requires it to be appraised and 
bonds given. 

Sec. 8. As to fees under the act. 

Sec. 9. Act to take effect immediately.

The annexed letter to the Ceylon Times from 
LeMair and Hicks, of London, is self-explana- 
tory. 

Sir:—We have just read your editorial of 
Thursday, 24th January, on our telegram an- 
nouncing the drop in Howard’s Quinine and 
our opinion that it would result in the smash of 
the syndicate. We feel sure you will oblige us 
by making public that the interpretation you 
have put on part of our circular is quite foreign 
and opposed to the inferance we wish to be 
drawn, and which we thought must necessarily 
have been drawn from it. 

After quoting our words ending:— 

“At the cost of the planter, and to the profit 
principally of that manufactory with which is 
connected the name of the man who is above 
all others answerable for the present deplora- 
able state of affairs,—”’ 

You say:— 

“This of course refers to Mr. Howard.” 

Now we wish most emphatically to deny that 
we intended this to apply to Mr. Howard de- 
ceased or to Messrs. Howard. We wish to add 
toour denialthe assertion that we consider 
that our words would be applicable to no one 
less than they would be to either the late Mr. 
Howard of to Messrs. Howard. 

In fact, our opinion of the manner in which 
these gentlemen do conduct, and always have 
conducted, their business is such that we con- 
sider that, had all manufacturers worked on 
the same lines as Mcssrs. Howard, the syndicate 
would never huve existed, and that the con- 
sumption of quinine would be at least fifty per 
cent. more than it now is. 

You also draw from our circular that Mesers. 
Howard would have to forfeit a deposit. Kindly 
take note that there was, so far as we know, and 
we believe we do know, no question of ever ask- 
inga deposit from these gentlemen, and we do 
not for moment think they ever entered intoany 
written agreement of any sort, and we should 
rather describe their connection with the Syn- 
dicate as refraining from opposing it foratime, 
than as an actual participation in it. 

Why! We asked Messrs. Howard to work 
with us to effect a dissolution of the Syndicate, 
only a few days before their quinine crop, and 
and we found from their answer they were 
already debating the matter themselves. 

We should have thought that our words 
could only point to a foreign manufacturer, 
seeing that it was by continental buying in 
Ceylon that the planters’ prices are spoiled, 
both for the Colombo and London markets. 

Kindly alsoallow us to express our surprise 
that Mr. Howard deceased should have been 
considered a monupolist by any one, The only 
thing in which, in our opinion, he may have 
been considered to create a monopoly was in 
bis keen interest in and contributions to all 
that concerned tho scientific aspects of the 
trade, and his willingness to give very valuable 
information to all who were seeking to im- 
prove the quality of bark grown. We feel sure 
we can count on your publishing this explana- 
tion without delay, as we exceedingly regret 
that our name should even in the most indirect 
way be coupled with any imputation on the 
conduct of Messrs. Howard's business. 


What is Friction ? 


It isnow justa century since Coulomb first 
investigated the laws of friction, and haifa 
century since Morin made at Paris the series 
of experiments which bas rendered his name 
immortal; and yet it would hardly be too much 
to say that it is only at the present moment 
that we are beginning to arrive at a clear con- 
ception of what we mean by go familiar a term. 
In saying this we by no means wish to insinuate 
the siightest disparagement of the illustrious 
physicists we have named. The fault lies not 
with them, but with us. They bad no desire— 
in the case of Gen. Morin, at least, we have his 
own authority for saying so—to impose their 
investigations on mankind as the last word of 
science, as absolutely and everywhere true, be- 
yond as well as within the limits within which 
they were tried. They claimed to have laid 
the foundations and to have laid them aright, 
but they looked for other workmen to come 
torward and complete the edifice. Until very 
recently, however, such workmen have been 
less than few, their contributions more than 
scanty. Totbe past generation of engineers, 
immersec ia the practical details of construc- 
tion, and in the thousand-and-one cases of com- 
mercial manufacture, it was much easier to 
take Morin’s results as they stood, and work by 
them, than to investigate the question any fur- 
thur for themselves. The same spirit of indif- 
ference has crept into our text-books, which, 
quote Morin’s results—with or without the 
courtesy of mentioning his name—asif they 
were no less rigidly true and general than the 
theory of gravitation itself. Yet it required 
the labors of a whole generation of astronomers 
to place Newton's theory beyond the reach of 
cavil; while the question of its possible limita. 
tion remains in dispute to the present day. In 
the sharpest contrast to this keen activity on 
the part of the votaries of science, the question 
of friction, whose practical importance it is 
scarcely possible to overrate, has been allowed 
to sink back, after the light flashed on it by the 
experiments we have referred to, into a hazy 
twilight, from which it is only just beginning 
to ewnerge. 

To illustrate the present state of the case, let 
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us begin with the treatment of friction, as it | 


will be found in any standard book on “Applied 
Mechanics.” First, we shall probably find a 
distinction drawn between statical friction, 
where the two surfaces are initially at rest, and 
dynamical friction, where they are already in 
motion. There we shall find a statement of 
what are called the “Laws of Friction,” in 
something like the following terms: 

1. Friction, whether statical or dynamical, 
varies directly as the force which presses the 
two surfaces together. 

2. This force remaining the samé, it is inde- 
pendent of the area in contact. 

3. Under the same conditions the value of 
dynamical friction is much less than that of 
statical friction, but it is constant at all veloci- 
tie. To the statement of these laws may be 
added, in more elaborate and theorotical trea- 
tise—such as Moseley’s ‘Engineering and 
Architecture’”—a few words as to the limiting 
cascs in which the laws cease to be exact, as,for 
instance, where the pressure approaches that 
of abrasion; and also of the state of things 
which prevails when the surfaces are fully 
lubricated with oil or grease,in whick case 
Morin concludes that the friction, whatever 
the nature of the surfaces, approaches toa 
constant value at between 7 and 8 per cent. of 
the pressure. Then will follow tables, taken 
almost exclusively from Morin's results : 

(a) For plane surfaces at rest, sometimes 
dry, sometimes wet, sometimes lubricated. 

(b) For plane surfaces in motion, under 
similarly varied conditions. 

(c) For gudgeons or axles revolving upon 
their bearings, and more or less lubricated with 
ingredients of various descriptions. 

In collections of formulea and rules, such as 
those of Molesworth and Rankine, these tables 
in an abridged form will be found to be the 
whole that is offered upon the subject. So 
deeply rooted is this “orthodox” doctrine, that 
we are acquainted with but one work on me- 
chanics in which it is even hinted that the third 
law, as to dynamical friction, is by no means 
universally true; or that the friction of dry 
and lubricated surfaces are not phenomena of 
the same character. Yet scepticism on these 
points has long existed, but it is only within 
the last few years that it hus broken out into 
open rebellion. We are now able to as- 
sert positively two facts of which the 
compilers of our text-books have not had the 
slightest glimmering. The first is that what is 
calied friction in the case of dry surfaces, and 
what is called friction in} the case of fully lu- 
bricated surfaces, are not analogous phenom- 
eua, but totally different in every respect, ob- 
serving different aud even contrary laws, and 
having nothing whatever, but an unfortunately 
chosen name, to bind them together. The sec- 


ond isthat dynamical friction is constant for 
similar surfaces only within comparatively 
narrow limits of velocity: and that beyond 
those limits it either increases or diminishes, 
asthe speed varies,in a yery unmistakeable 


manner, It is evident that these two facts 
completely overthrow the sweet simplicity of 
the laws and tables of friction as they appear 
in our existing manuals. 

It is worth' while to dwell for a moment 
on the steps by which this change in our 
view of the question, has been brought 
about. As long ago as 1852, the experi- 
ments made by Poiree and Bochet on 
shoe brakes and on the wheels of railway 
vehicles sliding on rails showed that the co- 
efficient of friction diminished very much as 
the velocity increased. Between the limits of 
900 ft. and 3600 ft. per minute the co-efficient of 
friction in the case of wheels sliding on rails 
diminished from .2 to .13. It is obvious that 
this is altogether contrary to the so-called law 
of dynamical friction, but it does not seem to 
have really awakened the sense of engineers to 
the question. There is nothing further chroni- 
cled until 1877, when Professor Kimball pre- 
sented to the Royal Society a paper on the re- 
lations between friction and velocity. At or- 
dinary speeds he found that the friction be- 
tweek pieces of pine wood diminished rapidly 
as the speed increased. Again, with a wrought 
iron shaft linch diameter, running in a cast 
iron bearing and well oiled, an increase of ve- 
locity from 6 ft. to 100 ft. per minute caused 
the co-efficient of friction to fall os low as 
three-tenths of its first value. The same re- 
sult was found with lower pressures, the pres- 
sure having in the tirst case been 17 Jb. per 
square inch. About the same time Professor 
R. H. Thurston was carrying out in 
America a number of experiments in- 
tended to test, under varying conditions 
of speed, temperature, pressure, &c., the 
friction of well lubricated journals. These 
were subsequently published in his well-known 
book, *‘Friction and Lubrication.”’ Asto veloc- 
ity, his conclusion was that the co-efficient of 
friction at first decreased with increase of vel- 
ocity, but after a certain point increased, and 
that the point of change is different at different 
pressures and temperatures. On the whole he 
considers that, with weli lubricated bearings, 
the friction increases witn the velocity at all 
speeds exceeding 100 ft. per minute, and that 
the rate of increase isapproximately as the fifth 
root of the speed. Almost contemporaneously 
with these researches of Prof. Thurston, an- 
other American, Mr. George Westinghouse, 
was carrying out, in conjunction with Captain 
Douglas Galton, the magnificent series of ex- 
periments on the brake question which have 
since become classical under the name of the 
“Galton-Westinghouse Experiments.” These 
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threw much light upon the question of 
friction as between metals—generally cast 
iron aud steel—which were rubbing over 
each other without lubrication, and at 
very high speeds. In every case they showed a 
remarkable diminution of friction as the speed 
increased. This result held throughout the 
whole range of the experiments, in which the 
speed varied from 400ft. to 5300ft. per minute. 
It should be observed, however. that, owing to 
the nature of the instruments used, the obser- 
vations only lasted half a minute. andit was 
found that during that time the coeflicient of 
friction continued to diminish. The ultimate 
values assumed by it under different circum- 
stances cannot, therefore, be exactly known: 
but from the appearance of the curves, ob- 
tained by plotting the results, it is clear that 
the values for high speeds would still be-much 
smaller than for low speeds. Professor Ken 
nedy has deduced from the experiments the re- 
sult that the coefficient of friction was sensibly 
less at high than at low pressures, and that be- 
tween the wheels and the rails—where the pres- 
sure was, no doubt, far greater than that on 
the break blocks—the friction was not more 
than one-third of the amount found for the 
latter. This experiment isin accordance with 
Professor Thurston’s results as to pres- 
sures, with ordinary velocitics and loads; 
but the latter found that after a 
certain point a change took place, 
and further increase of pressure occasioned an 
increase in the friction. These results varied 
greatly under various circumstances, and they 
applied to lubricated journals, which, as we 
have seen, are really in altogether different cir- 
cumstances from those of dry friction, as illus- 
trated by the behavior of brake blocks. 


Such was the state of the case when the Insti- 
tution of Mechanical Engineers took up the 
question. Their progress in determining it has 
certainly been of the slowest; but they have 
lately issued a report which consolidates and 
advances our knowledge of the question in a 
remarkable degree. The experiments, which 
were conducted with great care by Mr. Beau- 
champ Tower, were first directed to ascertain 
the friction of journals under the best possible 
circumstances of lubrication; in other words, 
with a journal running in what may be describ- 
ed as an oil bath. By this it isnot meant that 
the journal was absolutely buried in oil, 
but simply that its lower surface was 
always in contact with fresh oil, the upper 
surface being that on which the pressure 
rested. The results of these first experiments 
were very remarkable. In the first place, it was 
found that the absolute friction, that is the 
actual tangential force per square inch of bear- 
ing required to resists the tendency of the brass 
to go round with the journal,was much smaller 
than had ever been suggested before, falling 
in many cases as low as 1-1000 of the pressure 
existing on the same area; secondly, it was 
found that this friction was nearly constant 
under all loads within ordinary working limita, 
and certainly it did not increase in direct pro- 
portion to the load, as writers on friction have 
always assumed. It only began to vary censid- 
erably when the pressure became excessive, and 
then the friction rose very papidly and the 
bearing heated and seized. From this result it 
was naturally deducted that the friction of 
bearings in such circumstances is rather liquid 
than solid friction. The theory of liquid fric- 
tion is that it is independent of the pressure per 
unit of surface; is directly a dependent upon 
the extent of the surface, and increases as the 
square of the velocity. In the case of these oil- 
bath experiments the friction, as we have seen, 
is nearly independent of the pressure, and it 
was also found to increase with the velocity, 
at least with speeds beyond 150 {t. per second. 
The question of its variation according to the 
surface in contact was not gone into. As 
regards other results, it appears that an increase 
in temperature caused a very marked diminu- 
tion in the friction. For instance, with lard 
oil, the coefficient with the temperature at 120 
deg. Fahr. was only one-third of what it was at 
60 deg. Fahr. This is in accordance with pre- 
vious results, but shows remarkably the advan- 
tage derived from keeping bearings warm, 
Again, it was discovered, though by accident, 
that the pressure, existing in the film of oil at 
the top of the bearing, where the external 
pressure was highest, was very large; indeed, so 
great astoforce the oil up through a small 
hole against a pressure of at least 200 b per 
square inch, this pressure being more than dou- 
ble the mean load on the horizontal sections of 
the journal. 

Subsequent experiments, with ordinary 
methods of lubrication were by no means 
so satisfactory. The methods for intro- 
ducing the lubricant, which are found in 
answer to the case of railway vehicles, 
were found to fail altogether with this experi- 
mental journal. The cause is attributed, and 
no doubt rightly, to the absence of any shock 
or vibration in this case, such as goes on con- 
tinually with a railway vehicle inmotion. Fair 
results were, however, obtained by using an 
oily pad,placed lightly against the under surface 
of the journal. Although the supply of oil 
was so small that the journal scarcely felt 
greasy, yet the bearing carried about 500 Ibs. 
per square inch; but in this case the results ap- 
proximated much more closely to the laws of 
solid iriction: The coefficient was approxi- 
mately constant at about 1 per cent. of the 
load, and no very definite variations of friction 
with the speed could be observed. The lubri- 
cating of the journal by means of sjde grooves 


fed from a siphon lubricator was also success- 
ful, and gave somewhat the same results, as far 
as the constancy of the moment of friction is 
concerned, with those obtained by the oil bath; 
but the absolute amount of the friction was 
about four times as great. Now it will be ob- 
served that these results are practically coinci- 
dent with those of Professor Thurston, and 
may be taken to establish the first of the two 
facts which we started, viz., that the friction of 
thoroughly lubricated journals is a totally 
different phenomenon from what is commonly 
known as friction between'dry surfaces. A 
complete reformation in the treatment of the 
subject by. text-books, and in the tables sup- 
plied therein, becomes an imperative necessity. 

It will be observed that none of the investi- 
gators we have mentioned commit themselves 
to any theory as to the real nature of friction, 
whether solid or liquid; they are content to 
record facts, and leave others to frame hypth- 
ses from them. It is, however, a well-known 
rule in the history of sclence, that the most 
fruitful progress in any department is made 
under the influence of some definite hypoth- 
eses, which it is the object of experimenters to 
confirm or disprove. Any physicists, therefore, 
who would put forward a good hypothesis on 
the question of friction or rather on the two 
questions of solid and _ liquid friction, 
would probably deserve well of the engi- 
neering profession and tho world at 
large. There are plenty of problems, 
besides those we have _ indicated, which 
sucha theory should embrace. For instance, 
we know of a case some years ago where stcel 
tubes were manufactured by pulling an annu- 
lar ingot of steel, in the cold state, through an 
opening in a plate, much after the fashion of 
wire-drawing on a large scale. In this process 
the finished tubes as they came out were gen- 
erally perfectly cool, a result which probably 
few would have expected; on the other hand, 
one would occasionally appear which was sen- 
sibly warm, if not hot. But the cause of this 
was well known by the workmen engaged in 
the manufacture; it could always be traced to 
the presence of a minute piece of grit or other 
substance which had got inte the hole, and had 
drawn a fine scratch upon the surface of the 
steel as it passed through. Thisissurely a re- 
marxable fact. We do not at all say that it is 
impossible or even difficult of explanation, but 
we may at least commend it to the attention of 
our readers; and it would not be hard to men- 
tton many others of the same kind. To attempt 
an answer to these problems would lead us far 
beyond our present limits, but taken in con- 
junction with the experiments here described 
they may at least justify us in putting forward 
the question placed at the head of this article, 
viz., What is friction ?~The Engineer. 


A History of Cinchona. 


In his excellent translation of Prof. Flucki- 
ger's work on the cinchona barks, Prof. F. B. 
Power of the University of Wisconsin has af- 
forded us a volume that will afford entertain- 
ment not only to the quinologist and the phar- 
macist, but to the general reader, whose inter- 
est in the subject is confined to the curiosity 
that exists concerning an article which has 
afforded the text for so much commercial and 
political literature during the past few years. 
To the history of the medicine, use and the 
cultivation of chincona, the author devotes a 
number of very entertaining pages. The ear- 
liest accounts of the use of cinchona as a fibri- 
fuge show it to have had local rather than gen- 
eral repute among the Peruvians. The remains 
of the ancient tombs of the Incas show no spe- 
cimens of the bark, though cocoa leaves are 
found. The strangest fact to-day is that the 
inhabitants of the country where the cinchona 
trees grow evince a repugnance to avail them- 
selves of itasaremedy, Still, the earliest use 
of the cinchona bark, it is believed, was due to 
a cacique in a village of Malacatos, who gave it 
toa Jesuitasa fever remedy, and a Spanish 
corregidor of Loxa is said to have cured a fever 
by it in 1630. It is to Ana de Osorio, the second 
wife of the Count of Cinchona, whose husband 
was viceroy of Peru, that the introduction of 
the bark is due. Having been attacked by 
fever, Don Juan de Fega, her physician, pro- 
cured from Loxa a supply of cinchona bark, 
and the countess was cured. The lady caused 
distributions of the bark to be made in Lima, 
In 1639 the bark was used in Spain. Ina pow- 
dered condition it was called Polvo de la Von- 
desa (Countess Powder). As the Jesuits em- 
ployed it,it was known as Polvos de les Jesuitos, 
When the Countess’s physician returned to 
Spain, cinchena bark was among his pharma- 
copeeia, and its worth was 100 reals a pound. 
In 1649 Cardinal Mazarin was recommended to 
use it for the young King Louis XIV., who was 
ili with fever. Very soon Antwerp and Brus- 
sels received their quota of bark, for, in 1653, a 
publication proclaiming its excellence was 
printed, with the title, “Pulvis Febrifugus Or- 
bis Americani Ventilatis.’”’ A discussion, as is 
quite uatural, at once arose as to its virtues, in 
which the learned Fonseca, the doctor of Pope 
Innocent II., played a distinguished part. In 
1665 one James Thompson, an English merchant 
at Antwerp, advertised the excellence of the 
cinchona in a newspaper article, having for its 
heading, “Tne excellent powder known by the 
nameof the Jesuit’s Powder.” In Germany, 
under the name of China China, it is found 
in the pharmaceutical tariffs of Leipsic and 
Frankfort of 1669, and its money value is quite 
conside Whereas one-eighth of an oungs 


of opium is quoted at 4 kreutzers; camphor at 
2, and balsam of Peru at 8, the same weight of 
powdered bark is worth 50 kreutzers, or about 
38 cents. In 1678 Charles II. took his bitter dose 
of cinchona, administered by Dr. Richard Tal- 
bor, but Talbor kept his prescriptions a secret. 
After his death King Louis XIV. caused Tal- 
bor’s composition to be analyzed, and the pres- 
ence of the bark was revealed. In 1704 Fagon, 
a celebrated French physician, assigned to M. 
Plumier, who was undertaking a voyage to 
South America, the study of the origin of the 
cinchona bark, but Plumier died at Cadiz. 
About this time, with English determination to 
get at the bottom of it, living cinchonas bad 
found their way to London,and it was thought 
the main virtue existed in the seeds. About the 
middle of the last centnry active research was 
made for the cinchona t~ees, the commerce in 
barks at Loxa having been largely developed. 
Botanists, chemists, and merchants, were all 
engaged in this quest, until finally, during this 
century, the crystallizable salt was discovered 

The first effort to perpetuate the cinchona 
plant by cultivation: was on the part of the 
Jesuits of Bolivia, who, being aware of the im- 
providence of the cascarilleros, or bark gath 
erers, placed them under obligations when a 
tree was cut down to plant five seedlings in the 
form of a cross. Itwas Condamine who fir 
tried to bring young plants to Europe, bu 
they were lost, by an accident, in the Amazon, 
In 1849 the Jesuits of Cuzoo, Peru, sent cir- 
chonas to Algeria. These efforts, though ur- 
successful, had attracted the attention of thore 
most practical people, the Dutch, whose East 
India possessions presented exactly soil and 
climate favorable to the production of the cir- 
chona. In 1851 the Dutch Colonial Minister 
Pahud gave cinchona culture his aid, and Has: - 
kari,a German botanist,was sent to South 
America in 1852 in search of plants. In 1854, 
after two ycars of hardship, Hasskari brought 
his collection to Batavia. But the Dutch had 
purchased seedlings grown in Paris,which were 
sent to Java. In 1859 Markham, on the part of 
the English government, wen‘ to Bolivia. He 
secured 456 young plants in 1860, which in 1861 
were placed in the mountainous districts of 
Ceylon, After some first minor difficultics 
both transplantations were successful, for, in 
1859, De Vrij presented the first crystals of the 
sulphate of quinine to Pahud, and four years 
afterward the Cinchona succirubra yielded its 
febrifuge. In 1867 the first small shipment of 
the bark from India came to the London mar- 
ket, and in 1870, in Amsterdam, the first Java 
bark. The English have government planta- 
tions in Ceylon, in the Niligiri Hills, and in the 
Himalayan promontories, and the Dutch at 
Java. But in addition to these there are many 
private nurseries and plantations,:and it is 
probable that in time these chinchona growths, 
representing individual enterprise, will be 
imuch more extensive than those belonging to 
the English Government. Jamaica bark was 
first imported into England in 1880. 

The richness of the cinchona barks has been 
greatly increased by intelligent cultivation. 
The method of mossing—or enveloping the 
growth with moss—or, under certain circum- 
stances, with wet clay, has largely developed 
the alkaloid. Inthe preparation of the bark 
for a market, especially in the drying, improve- 
ments have been made. It may not be at all 
impossible that at no far distant day, when the 
disadvantages arising from the bulk of the bark 
and the distance it hag to be carried to a mar- 
ket are fully appreciated, the crude material 
grown in India or Ceylon will in loco be made 
to produce its sulphate of quinine. The com- 
mereial statistics presented by Prof. Fluckinger 
brought up to 1881, though more recent ones 
are procurable, give an excellent idea of the 
the immensity of the business and how neces- 
sary quinine is to the health of the world. “If 
one attempts to estimate the amount of sul- 
phate of quinine (including the other salts of 
quinine and the remaining cinchona bases) 
which is annually manufactured in recent 
years there results with some degree of proba- 
bility the figure of 120,000 kilogrammes, which 
presupposes nearly 86,400 kilogrammes of al- 
kaloid. Ifitisthen assumed that the barks 
contain on on average but 2 per cent. of 
alkaloids, the inanufacturers must annually 
work up about 4,750,000 kilogrammes of cin- 
chona bark. Atthe present day, however, it 
may be! presumed to be considerably more.” 
The author estimates that in 1881 the value of 
quinine entering into the market was $10,000,- 
000. 

A feature of great value in the book is the 
description of the Cinchona Cuprea. This bark, 
distinguished by its peculiar copper color 
was first brought to the notice of the author in 
1871, but it was not marketed to any considera- 
ble extent until 1880, when it was received in 
quantities at London and is value was prompt- 
ly recognized. The bark was not largely 
brought out, however, until 1882, when Dr. 
Charles A Robbins, of the firm of McKesson & 
Robbins, made a visit to South America, and 
his personal observations on the Cinchona 
cuprea, the author states, are of peculiar inter- 
est. As this bark, independent of other bases, 
affords “uniformly from 1 to 2 per cent. of 
quinine, it is more advantageously worked, and 
in the absence of cinchonidine the preparation 
of pure sulphate of quinine is rendered easier.” 
The Cinchona cuprea, if studied as to structure, 
might be classed among the false cinchona 
barks, but from the character of the alka- 
loids it certainly forms a notable exception. 
Following further this particular bark, which 
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which belongs to the genus Remijia, it 1s 
quite certain that it grows under climatic 
conditions different from the true cinchonas. 
While the cinchonas require an elevation of 
not less than 3,900 teet above the sea nor 
more than 10,630 feet, with a damp climate, 
the Remijias are not confincd to mountain 
regions, “but are capable of enduring dry- 
ness and higher temperatures, which, for 
example, prevail in the climate of the Llanos, 
in the domain of the Orinoco andthe Ama- 
zon.” This difference of habitat is of the 
utmost advantage, as it permits of increas- 
ing that area devoted to the artificial cul- 
tivation of these alkaloin-producing trees, 
The book before contains mucb scientific 
matter bearing upon the tests for the alko- 
loidal constituents of bark and other facts and 
statistics that render the work useful for fre- 
quent reference. It is illustrated by eight 
plates, showing the plants of the different cin- 
chona species, and the structure of the bark. 
The publishers of the book are Messrs. P. 
Blackiston, Son & Co., of Philadelphia. 
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Odorless Naphthol. 


The naphthols seem to be destined to become 
the disinfectants par excellence of the future, 
especially as they can be now prepared abso- 
lutely inodorous, whilst their disinfecting 
power is five to seven times that of carbolic 
acid. The great disinfecting power of the 
naphthols was discovered by Justus Wolff in 
1881, and he also succeeded lately in producing 
them in a snow-white state without any odor. 

Its disinfecting or antiseptic action is surer 
and more reliable on account of it possessing 
no smell, which in case of carbolic acid, cressol, 
thymol, bleaching powder, and the like, is apt 
to hide or cover putrid smell, even to the ex- 
tent that putrefaction may still prevail, al- 
though only the odors of the disinfectants can 
be perceived. The inodorous naphthol is also 
not poisonous, as has been proved by careful 
experiments of Dr. John V. Shoemaker in 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

The distilled betanaphthol, which possesses a 
very disagreeable pungent smell, has been 
used lately as a parasiticide in Europe by Pro- 
fessor Kaposi as a substitute for the tar prepa- 
rations in skin diseases; the learned professor 
thought it to be the essential and curative in- 
gredient of tar. But the professor is wrong in 
this supposition, for the naphthols are not con- 
tained in coal tar at all as such, but have to be 
synthetically produced from the aromatic 
hydrocarbon naphthalene which is contained in 
coal tar in large quantities. The naphthols are 
obtained from naphthalene by substituting one 

equivalent of one or the other of the hydrogens 
in the naphthalene with one molecule of hy- 
droxyle. 

The empyrie formula of naphthalene is C,)Hs, 
whilst that of naphthol is C,,H,0; the rational

C,H,=C=C=C,H; OH or OH C, H;=<C=C=C, 
H,, which both formulae meanjJan identical 
compound as it is all the same if the substitu- 
tion had taken place in the left side of the 
symetrically grouped molecule or in the right 
side, But notwithstanding two different kinds 
of naphthol are existing, viz.,the alphanapthol 
and the Betanaphthol, which are of identically 
the same proportional composition, the double 
existence of which we cannot explain by the 
above formulae, This isomery can only be ex- 
plained by using the graphical formulae which 
are as stated above for naphthalene:

If one hydrogene in this formula is substi- 
tuted by hydroxyle in the position 1, the sub-

These graphic formulae prove that only two 
kinds of monohydroxy] substitutions are pos- 
sible im the naphthalene as it is at present 
graphically described by its formulae are pos- 
ible, and notwithstanding the most careful in- 
vestigations up to the present time only two 
kinds of naphthol haye been proved to be ex- 
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isting. After having ascertained the chemical 
constitution of the naphthols accepted at the 
present time, a description of the processes of 
their manufacture will be welcome. They con- 
sist principally in melting the different naphtha- 
lene mono-sulphonic acids or their salts with 
an excess of dry sodiumhydrate and liberating 
the naphthols thus formed as sodiumnaphtho- 
lates by a suitable acid; whereby the naphthols 
are precipitated and subsequently filtered off. 


The mode of carrying out these processes 
consists in firstly producing the different naph- 
thalene-monosulphonic-acids, which are ob- 
tained by heating a mixture of one molecule of 
dry naphthalene with one molecule of oil of 
vitrioi in a fuming or the usual state of H, SO, 
atanelevated temperature. If the tempera- 
ture, to which this mixture is exposed, (espec- 
ially when the common oil of vitriol—H, SO, 
had been used) does not exceed 100 deg. centi- 
grades for such a length of time, until all dis- 
solves clearly in water, the alphanaphthalene 
monosulphonic-acid obtained. But if the tem- 
perature of the mixture is kept above 160 deg- 
centigrades, and tor several hours at 180 deg: 
centigrades until all dissolves clearly in water 
the product obtained is beta naphthalene mon- 
osulpbonic-acid. 

The both naphthalmonosulphonicacids thus 
obtained are dissolved in water supersaturated 
with caustic soda, evaporated to dryness and 
then introduced into 1% two, twice their weight 
of melted sodiumhydrate or dry caustic soda 
until the melt thus obtained separates in two 
layers, viz, a dark brown one on the top and a 
light yellowish brown one on the bottom, which 
two layers are separated after cooling. The 
dark brown top part of the melt is subsequently 
dissolved in water at an elevated temperature, 
and after a complete solution is effected it is 
neutralised with hydrochloric acid, until no 
more precipitate is produced by further addi- 
tion of acid to a filtered sample. The whole is 
subsequently cooled down to about 15 deg. cen- 
tigrades, filtered off, washed and dried. 

From this crude naphthol by a new process of 
purification, the odorless naphthol is obtained, 
which is the most powerful antiseptic known at 
the present time. Of course it is to be under- 
stood that by these series of processes the 
alphamononaphthalene sulphonic acid yields 
the alpha-naphthol, whilst the betanaphthol- 
mono sulphonic acid yields the beta naphthol. 
The crude distilled naphthol of commerce con- 
sists either of greyish-white clino-rhomboic 
crystalline masses or of greyish-white 
tablet crystals, both of them _  possess- 
ing a pungent smell reminding’ that 
of carbolic acid and a_ hot peppery 
taste, soluble in cold water to the extent of one 
part of naphthol to 5.70 parts of water at a tem- 
perature of 15 deg. centigrades. The Alpha 
naphthol melts at 90 deg. centigrades while the 
beta naphthol melts at 108 deg. centigrades. A 
mixture of alpha and beta naphthol melts be- 
low 100 deg, centigrades. Both the alpha and 
beta naphthol atsume a brownish color by ex- 
posure to air and light, whilst their solutions 
in water are of a light yellowish brown in case 
of alpha naphthol, and darker colored by beta 
naphthol in the latter case exhibiting a de- 
cided violet-celored fluorescence. 

The odorless naphthols consist of pure silver- 
white inodorous needles (alpha naphthols) or 
scales (beta naphthols) dissolving in the former 
case light-yellowish brown, and in the latter a 
little darker with violet-colored fluorescence. 

The compounds of the naphthols with alka- 
line or metallic hydrates are not stable and 
separate the naphthols easily, either by evapor- 
ation orin contact with carbonic acid; these 
combinations have no value as antiseptics as 
long as the naphthols are not existing in a free 
state. As the naphthols are in the same rela- 
tion to naphthalene as phenol is to benzol or 
the cressols to toluol, &c., the naphthols being 
monohydrosyl substitution of naphthalene, 
whilst phenol and cressols are the monobydro- 
syl substitutions of respective benzol and 
toluol, the inference may easily be arrived at, 
that they may prove alike in their antiseptic 
properties, Of course, the naphthols of com- 
merce were out of the question for that pur- 
pose, on account of their pungent smell, as well 
as their poisonous properties as reported by 
the medical papers abroad. 

The odorless naphthols are equally free from 
odor and poisonous actions and therefore the on 
ly ones able to act as general disinfectants. The 
cause of the pungent smell of the commercial 
naphthols are the contaminations which are 
originated by the dry distillation of the crude 
naphthols containing sulphur and sulphurous 
compounds, by which latter are formed in the 
course of this process with compounds as sul- 
phurretted hydrogen, carbolic and cresylic 
acids, thionaphthols, thiophenals, thiocressols 
and the like, all eontributing to cause a pun- 
gent smell of first order, which the commer- 
cial naphthol always possesses. 

The odorlesss naphthols are free from these 
contaminations, and therefore mnch more fit 
for use asa general disinfectant. In order to 
test the disinfecting and antiseptic properties 
of the odorless napthols, one part thereof was 
introduced in powder form to 480 parts of 
urine, which, at the expiration of one year, at 
atemperature ranging from 50 deg. to 94 deg. 
Fahrenheit, manifested no odor or signs of 
decomposition. Another sample of the same 
urine,without any addition, acquired a strongly 
putrid odor, after having been standing three 
daysata temperature of 70 deg. Fahrenheit. 
Atter standing five days longer at the same 
temperature, odorless naphthol in the above 


mentioned proportions had been added. The 
effect of this addition of odorless naphthol 
manifested itself by the fact that after 20 hours 
standing at the above named temperature the 
urine had lost its putrid odor, and has kept thus 
up for nearly a year without any perception of 
putrefaction or signs of it. In this case it was 
observed that the urine without addition had 
become turbid, and showed fungoid growth 
on its surface. After addition of the odorless 
naphthol it became by degrees less and Jess tur- 
pid, and after a few days the turpidity,together 
with the fungoid growth, settled down at the 
bottom of the tnen remaining clear liquid. 
After a year’s standing atthe average temper- 
ature of 70 deg. Fahrenheit, the urine is quite 
clear, without perceptible smell, and showsa 
small quantity of a whitish flaculent sediment 
at its bottom, which fact is to be considered as 
an evidence that the bacterial and fungoid 
growth, which had been alive before the addi- 
tion of the odorless naphthol, had been depriv- 
ed of its living activity, or in short had been 
killed, and consequently had to settle down as 
a dead substance. This fact may be considered 
as unpncontradictory evidence of the bacteri- 
eiding, antiseptic and antizymotic actions of 
the odorless naphthol. The same experience 
has been made with meat immersed in a solu- 
tion of naphthol in pure water, and also been 
arrived at by numerous other experiments. 
Soaps containing four to ten per cent of free 
odorless naphtholare found excellently service- 
able in removing putrid odors and putrefaction 
itself from hands and other parts of the human 
or animal body, clothes and the like. They are 
also very efficacious in destroying body lice or 
other parasites of the human and animal body. 

If odorless naphthol is evaporated by means 
of heatin a room whose air is contaminated 
with infectious disease, putrefaction or other- 
wise, it will be found rapidly to be deodorized 
and rendered fresh and sweet without other 
odors, making it thus of the greatest value for 
sick-rooms, hospital wards, dissecting rooms, 
and so forth. As carbolic acid has many disad- 
vantages and is not the disinfectant or antise p- 
tic par excellence, the inodorous naphthol can 
certainly take its place in every respect. 

Asnaphtnol had been described as poison- 
ous and injurious to the animal system, which 
by its composition and analogy was not appar- 
ent, experiments were made, which proved 
that the inodorous naphthol is not a posion, as 
Dr. Shoemaker, professor of skin diseases at 
the Jefferson College, Philadelphia, showed by 
experiments that a rabbit which had been fed 
with four-grain pls of the odorless naphthol 
every three hours did not show any special 
effects beyond increased appetite, and the same 
effect had been obtained by taking it internally 
in the human system. 

Thus far the odorless naphthol has been 
proved not to produce any toic actions on the 
human and animal system, whilst according to 
Dr. Neisser in the Centralblatt fur die medizi- 
nischen Vissenshaftem, 1881, No. 30, reported 
most extraordinary topic effectssobtained with 
naphthol (with pungent odor) and Kaposi re- 
ports having seen haematuria ischuria vomit- 
pg, unconsciousness, and eclamptic attacks in 
a boy after the external application of the 
naphthol (with pungent odor), 

Squire also reports in the British Medical 
Journal, January 14, 1882, it producing blisters 
and irritating the skin, which the odorless 
naphtho} does not. 

Dr. Piffard also regards the naphthol (with 
pungent odor) as a dangerous remedy, and 
Prof. Rapon also. 

In short, the naphthols possessing a pungent 
or disagreeable odor produce toxic effects in 
the human and animal system, whilst the odor- 
less naphthols do not produce any toxic effects 
at all. 

The only effects experienced to be produced 
in the human system by a quantity often 
grains daily of odorless naphthol were great 
warmth in the epigastric region after each dose 
(five grains at once) which passed away in a 
short time and left the individual with slight 
vertigo, buzzing 1n the ears, in short with all 
evidences of cerebral hyperaemia, whilst the 
alvine evacuations were softenedand of mushy 
consistence, changed to clay-color and in one 
case increased to diarrhoea. 

In none of the cases observed the pulse and 
temperature did appear to be effected, nor was 
at any time albumen or blood apparent in the 
urine. 

Dr. John V. Shoemaker, of Philadelphia, 
gives the following account: 

“Arriving at a resume of my experiments, I 
must certainly proclaim the odorless naphthol 
which I had received from Dr. Justus Wolff as 
not a toxic agent, and while I have foundit a 
most useful remedial substance and a disin- 
fectant and antiseptic of the greatest value, it 
does not,in my experience, confirm the dan- 
gerous influence on the human organism as re- 
ported by the gentlemen above quoted; a fact 
for which I can only account by the greater 
purity of the material used by me—purified 
from the deleterious contaminations above 
enumerated by the process already described, 
which is not employed abroad, where yet naph- 
thol is sold and used as reddish crystalline 
masses with strong pungent and disagreeable 
odor. Thatitis far superior to carbolic acid 
and other disinfectants and antiseptics I have 
no doubt, and Iam informed that in price it is 
not alone cheaper than the former, but by its 
greater efficacy and the smaller amount neces- 
sary it is certainly more advantageous, aside 
from its greatest recommendation of being al- 
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most absolutely odorless. It must be borne in 
mind that all my remarks apply to odorless 
naphthol—only such as I have exhibited—and 
that I consider that alone as safe for medical 
use.” 

The odorless naphthol has been used in the 
Albany Hospital for more than four months 
with an unexpected success both in regard to 
efficiency and cheapness. Whilst in that hospi- 
tal one pound of carbolic acid bad been used 
weekly, two pounds ef odorless naphthol did 
the same service for three months, nay, even 
more effectually,so that it is now used asa 
staple article in this hospital, and almost en- 
tirely to the exclusion of other disinfectants 
and antiscptics. 

They use it there for all kinds of disinfection, 
in wards, sick-rooms, for wounds, and so forth, 
and have abandoned carbolic acid in all but a 
few cases with the greatest satisfaction and 
success. 

As an example may be given, that a largo 
shoulder amputation on a woman had been 
treated in this hospital solely with a solution of 
odorless naphthol in water with immense suc- 
cess. 

Dr. Shoemaker, after having investigated the 
action of the odorless naphthol, gives the fol- 
lowing account as a supplement to that given 
by him above, as fo.lows: 

“The experience of Dr. Justus Wolff,as wellas 
that of Raposi, led me some eight or nine 
months ago w employ it, both in private and 
hospital practice, and the success attained with 
it soon led me to furtherexperiments. I found 
it, to sustain that Raposi had made for itin 
Scabies, psoriasis and chromophytosis as well as 
in some of the chronic forms of eczema in which 
it not only allayed the itching attendant but 
lessened the infiltration as well. 

“In wounds and indolent ulcers I bave found 
it a most useful detergent and deodorant, re- 
moving the foetor and establishing healthy 
action of the parts. 

“Aqueous solutions containing half a grain 
to the ounce I have used to great advantage as 
vaginal injections, especially in leucorhvea and 
uterine carcinoma as well as in gonorrhoeal 
affections, both in malcs and females. In diph- 
theritic throat affections it made a most useful 
gargle as well as removing the fcetor of 
catarrhal and other affections of the buical 
cavity. 

“Its greatest value, however, arose from its 
disinfectant action on the evacuations of the 
fever-patients and the rooms containing them, 
while by the absence of a dose it did not tend 
to produce inconvenience either to patients or 
attendants. 

“Combined with powdered talcum or starch 
or both and dusted into the shoes or stockings 
of those affected with foetid exhalations of the 
feet, it acts most satisfactorily, and its effccts 
are equally as good in the same affection as 
affections involving the hands end inguina 
regions. Combined with other ointments in 
the proposition of from one to ten grains to 
the ounce, it not only preserves the unguent 
from decomposition, but exercises also an 
anticeptic action on the parts and the exuda- 
tion therefrom.” 

All these facts lead to the conclusion that the 
inodorous naphthols are the most efficacious, 
the most reliable, the least dangerous, the least 
disagreeable and cheapest of all disinfectants, 
and that they will take the market rapidly, if 
brought before the public in proper shape.

West Virginia Oil Fields in War 
Times. 


“Speaking about oil ficlds,”’ said a Bolivar 
resident to a reporter of the Bradford Era, re- 
cently, “I think I witnessed a sight of that kind 
during the rebellion which eclipsed in grandeur 
and general destruction anything of the kind 
up North, though I know you have had some 
wonderful outbursts of the kind in the Brad- 
ford field.”” The speaker was Mr. E. 8 Lewellyn 
a gentleman who has had during his life time 
a most varied experience among the different 
oil fields which have sprung up since the first 
excitement on Oil Creek. The scenes which 
Mr. Lewellyn described relative to the state- 
ment at the head of this article are of a suffi- 
ciently interesting character to bear repetition. 

Atthe time of the incident our informant 
was interested in the Burning Springs develop- 
ments in West Virginia. This old oil field islo- 
cated near the mouth of Spring Run, a branch 
of the Little Kanawha which empties into the 
Ohio at Parkersburg. The locality was named 
after a burning spring not far from the de- 
velopments, In early times, he said, a salt well 
at the mouth of Burning Springs showed con- 
siderable oil. General Karns by means of a 
seed bag shut off the water and put the well in 
pumping order. It produced about thirty bar- 
rels of oil per diem, and as oil brought a big 
price at that time,it paid very handsomely. 
Mr. Lewellyn drilled the first well there in 
1861. They commenced drilling using a spring 
pole for power. The owner was shipping in a 
2-horse power engine in order to basten its 
completion, when he learned that they haa 
struck o1l at a depth of ninety-eight feet. The 
crude was found in a crevice, and this well pro- 
duced 3,000 barrels every twenty-four hours 
for sometime. It made its owner a very rich 
man. All the oil produced in the Burning 
Spring developments was found in fissures and 
crevices, or as some express it,in pockets. 
The wells, of course, yaried in . cal 
ibre, some being even larger tha® 
the above initial producer. They u 
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no casing at that time, and the 
holes were flooded with water. There was no 
gas, but the wells flowed xicely. At first the 
pressure would throw the oil up above the der- 
rick, but they would soon subside and flow 
water, a reguiar stream without any of the 
gushy qualities noticeable in wells that are 
more or less gaseous. The finding of sucha 
profitable source of wealth naturally attracted 
a number of new operators to the field, some of 
whom were successful and others met with dis- 
asters in the way of dry holes and unprofitable 
investments. Messrs. Rathbone, Shattuck, 
McFarland, Jones and General Karns were 
among the former class. Each had wells come 
in at about the same time, all of big paying cal- 
ibre. The oil was shipped in flatboats down 
the Kanawha river to Parkersburg. The Balti- 
more & Ohio railway terminated here at that 
time and Parkersburg was made the distribut- 
ing point of the Burning Springs develop- 
ments. When the production increased beyond 
their shipping capacity they would shut in the 
wells until the surplus was worked off. After 
the wells became smaller they used the sucker_ 
rods. Mr. Lewellyn said the first well he 
pumped they used tubing made of copper 
which cost then about $160 per foot. The 
eucker-rods were similar to ours of the present 
day, witha brass working barrel and a globe 
valve. 

The developments referred toabove occurred 
during the rebellion and at that time the South 
entertained a most bitter feeling against West 
Virginia because of its attitude in seceding 
from old Virginia proper and declaring itself 
against the Confederacy and in favor of the 
Union. The country was overrun with bands 
of guerrillas, who raided West Virginia. They 
were a predatory class, who were not recog- 
nized by the Confederates, though they were 
opposed to loyalty. Their object was plunder 
and a desire to suppress loyalty, and at the 
same time retaliate on the Union people. As 
the Goverament received a revenue of fifty 
cents per barrel for all the oil produced at that 
time, it was to their interest to destroy as much 
crude as they could, thereby preventing this in- 
crease to the Union cause. Occasionally a 
band of these outlaws would swoop down 
among the Burning Spring wells, apply the 
torch to some of the tanks and then make 
their escape to the mountains. To prevent a 
repetition of this the Government caused a 
fort to be located on a hill commanding 
the surrounding hills. It was built of 
logs and manned by a hundred soldiers. 
It was named Fort Rathburn, after the 
General who owned the adjoining lands. The 
9th of May, however, was a memorable day to 
the terror-stricken people of that locality. A 
brigade from the rebel forces from Fort Gil- 
more, under command of General Imbedine, 
came down and took posession. The forces 
consisted of seven regiments, about 4,200 
strong. They captured the little handful of 
Union soldiers and burned the fort. News of 
the rebels’ approach carried terror to the 
hearts of the denizens of that region. It meant 
to them a destruction of their property, and a 
blotting out of all their earthly possessions. In 
a few hours the entire field was in flames. 
Clouds of smoke rolled up from the burning 
tanks of oil. Along the river banks the fiat 
boats, ladened with their crude cargoes, were 
moored, These were also fired and allowed to 
float down the stream. That night the sur- 
roundings were illuminated for a distance of 
ten miles down the river with the burning 
barges. No one remained or attempted to-pro 
tect their property, and the rebel forces met 
with no resistance in their work of destruc- 
tion. Their mission was ended when 
every tank of oil and other  prop- 
erty was fed to the devouring flames. 
It wasa wild scene ot wholesale destruction, 
and before morning thcir work was complete. 
The following night,’after being deprived of 
food for a matter of twenty-four hours, Mr. 
Lewellyn and four companions decided upon a 
plan of escape beyond the confederate lines. 
They took possession of a skiff and floated 
quitely down the river under cover of darkness 
until they reached a point where the light from 
the rebel camp fire reflected across the stream. 
At this point they rowed for dear life. They 
were at once discovered and the picket opened 
fireupontbem, They could hear the bullets 
whiz past them and strike they water beyond, 
but fortunately none were hurt. Next morn- 
ing they took breakfast at Elizabeth, and 
finally landed at Parkersburg, their objective 
point. Operators have since been following 
the Burning Spring developments some twenty 
miles northwast to Volcano and White Oak, a 
part of the latter field, but the Burning Spring 
field never recovered from the effects of the 
rebel raid. 


The Scotch Oil Trade. 


The demand for burning oil has now slucken- 
ed considerably, and as the season approaches 
a close, prices are somewhat easier, and oil is 
offered by those who have it to spare at 6d per 
gallon f.o.b. For some of the finer qualities, 
however, 6}44 fs still asked and paid. Lubrica- 
ting oils maintain fair prices, but, owing no 
doubt to the depression in al] departments of 
trade, and consequent stoppage of machinery, 
the consumption of this article does not seem 
to advance proportionately with the increased 
supplies. Paraffin scale may be quoted at 3%d 
f. o. b., although some special parcels have been 
gold at 3464, The candle seasop opened 
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March 1 with prices of cheaper qualities same 
as last year, viz., 686d per doz. lbs. The ob- 
noxious fall clause to which we alluded upon & 
former occasion, as been amended, and though 
the benefit of any possible reduction is still 
conceded, it is only to operate while the re- 
duction remains in force. We are informed 
that contracts representing a large proportion 
of the several makers’ entire production for 
the year have already been enteredinto. Sul- 
phate of ammonia has been very scarce for 
March, and advanced prices, ranging up to £15 
per ton f. o. b., were paid for such small spot 
parcles as were available. ‘There is little in- 
quiry for forward delivery, unless at prices 
under current value, Owing to the heavy fail- 
ure of one of the leading seed-crushing firms 
in England, the price of cottonseed oil at the 
beginning of March began to advance, and 
holders throughout the month were firm in 
their ideas and only sold at the rise established. 
Rape oil at the commencement of the month 
was also dearer, but towards the close the price 
showed a drooping tendency, the inquiry 
rather falling off. Olive oil met a poor demand, 
but holders did not seem much inclined to push 
business. Fish oils were in fair request at, if any- 
thing, a shade higher values. Tallow was only 
in limited deinand during the last week of the 
month, and prices were again in buyers’ favor 
—namely, North American 37s to 40s and South 
American 40s to 4ls per cwt. Palm oil was 
very dull and lifeless, and to prumote sales of 
regular oil about 1(s decline was accepted, 
while bright oils for special purposes com- 
manded late rates. The sales included—New 
Calabar at £36 l5e, Bonny at £36 5s to £37, 
Cameroons at £37 15s, and irregular at £34 10s 
to £36 108 per ton. There was an absence for 
demand for lard oil, and very little business 
was transacted. the market closing with sellers 
at 468 per cwt on the spot. In castor oil there 
was less disposition to sell, and prices were 
consequently the turn in sellers’ favor. The 
sales included 1120 cases good seconds, on spot 
at 33 16d to 3 7-32d, and 50 cases fine at 35¢d, 
with 1850 cases to arrive, March-April, Canal at 
33-16d; April-June, Cepe at 3 13-64d to 3 7-424; 
and March-June, Cape at 37-32d per Ib, ex 
quay. Since our last report the prospectus of 
anew Scotch oil company has been issued. 
The concern is called the Holmes Oil Company, 
with a capital of £100,000, in 10,000 shares of £10 
each, This company has been formed to ac- 
quire the shales of the estates of Holmes and 
Goshen, the property of Mr. Robert Bell, of 
Broxburn, presently held under lease by Mr. 
William Anderson, coal merchant, Wishaw, 
and a portion of the estate of Dalmahoy, the 
property of the Earl of Morton, and to enter 
on the business of manufacturers of mineral 
oils and the products thereof. The shale fields 
are said to extend to 1124 acres. The company 
intend to erect refining plant and other neccs- 
sary works capable of distilling 250 tons of 
shale per day.— London Oil Trade Review.

The Oil Trade of India. 


The increase in the imports of vegetable oils 
into India last year was large. The bulk of the 
trade is represented by cocoanut oil imported 
from Ceylon, mostly into Bombay and Bengal. 
The quantity imported last year was 534,003 
gallone; in 188]-82 it was 96,841 gallons. The 
total value of the importa of vegetabie oils in 
the year was about 11 Jakhs of rupees. It is 
tothe imports of mineral oils, however, that 
the importance of this head in the trade re- 
turns is due, The increase in the importe, 
which mainly consists of American kerosene 
oil, has been really cnormous during the last 
five years, as will be seen from the following 
figures:

The quantity imported has increased in these 
five years by 458 per cent, and in the same 
period the average value has fallen from 
Res 0-11-0 a gallon to Rs.0 7-1 a gallon, or by 38.4 
per cent. Aimost all the kerosene came direct 
from the United States, only a smal! quantity 
being imported from there via_ the Straits, and 
amuch smaller quantity still from Englan¢, 
Of mineral oils other than kerosene, cn the 
other hand, the largest proportion was of Eng- 
lish manufacture imported from England. The 
quality of this great quantity of highly inflam- 
mable oil is often open to suspicion, especially 
when the heat of the climate of the Indian 
ports for the greater part of the year is taken 
into consideration. It has accordingly been 
found necessary to legislate specially fur the 
testing of imported mineral oil, and in many 
cases the cargoes of oil-importing vessels bave 
been detained for a considerable period on the 
report of the analysts. On the whole, however, 
it would seem that the bulk of the imports, at 
apy rate, has hitherto consisted of oil not flash- 
ing at a dangerously low temperature. A real 
revolution has been effected in the domestic 
economy of the natives in the matter of illu- 
mination by these cheap and abundant supplies 
of an illuminating agent far superior to the 
agents previously in use vith them. 

1t must be added that the low range of prices 
of imported kerosenc oil has to some extent in- 
terfered with the development of the oil-bear- 
ing tracts on the coast of Aracan. The com- 
pany formed to work the oil wells in the islands 
on that coast hag been somewhat crippled by

the cheapness of imported oil, and also by the 
lack of adequate machinery for refining. 
Such machinery, however, is now at work, and 
the obstacles in the way having been to a great 
extent overcome, the production of oil in Bur- 
mah has largely increased. The Commissioner 
of the Aracan Division writcs:—‘*Petroleum 
ought soon to takea prominent place in add- 
ing largely to ourexport resources. During 
the past year shipments of crude oil have been 
interdicted at Calcutta and other ports under 
the provisions of the petroleum act. A further 
cause for uon-shipment of the oil in a crude 
state is that a refinery has been set up at Ky- 
ouk-Phyoo, and that the raw article is being 
turned out in u refined state, which makes it 
fit for Furopean consumption. A second still 
larger refinery is in course of construction, 
and it is believed that the outturn wili soon be 
sufficient to compete successfully both as re- 
gards price and quality (in these parts at least) 
with the refined oil imported from America. 
Other companies are in course of formation 
to work the Ramree oil fields, and it may now 
be fairly said that a new industry has been de- 
veloped in Aracan which will bring wealth to 
the country and add materially to the import- 
ance of this portion of British Burmah.”’ 


Close on 600,000 gallons of petroleum (pro- 
duced in Burmah) were shipped coastwise from 
ports in that province (Akyab and Rangoon) 
during the years 1882-83. It is believed that the 
present year will seea further large develop- 
ment of the trade. About 192,336 gallons of the 
quantity stated were the produce of the Ara- 
can wells, the remainder being petroleum from 
Upper Burmah brought down to Rangoon, and 
thence largely shipped to Calcutta, where it is 
extensively used for mill machinery.—London

Paraffine Paper. 


Paraffine, or wax, paper is meeting with a 
largely increasing demand every year. It is 
used in wrapping up candy, butter, cheese 
provisions, tobacco, soap, druggists’ supplies, 
kid gloves, hardware and all other articles 
which it is wished to keep air and moisture 
tight. Parafine paper is tissue paper. 
thoroughly and evenly saturated with paraffine 

1t is made by running tissue paper in the web 
by means of rolls, through a bath of hot 
paraffine with which it hecomes thoroughly 
saturated. After leaving the bath, the paper 
passes through other rolls which even the 
paraffine. It ls then cooled by fans which “sets’’ 
the paraffine and it is then wound into rolls. Its 
manufacture was patented in 1877. 

The patentee produced that year about 14,500 
reams: in 1878 about 28,000 reams and in 1879 
about 58,00) reams, In 1883 the production was 
about 300,000 reams and the estimated increase 
this year will bring the production up to 350,000 
reams. As the paper sells at $1.00 per ream, the 
value of the estimated product this year is 
$350,000. 

The patent is owned by New York parties. It 


is evidently a valuable one and has been. fre- 
quently infringed, but bas been sustained in 
New York and Philadelphia by suits, and an in- 
junction has been obtained against one Boston 
concern which was manufacturing the peper, 
while another Boston concern settled up at the 
beginning of a suit,and a third suit is now 
pending against another Boston firm which is 
manufacturing it. Paper dealers state that 
considerable quantities of the paper have been 
manufactured by various concerns in this cit 
in years past, whohave gone out of the busi- 
neas for fear of prosecution. 

This paper,when used as a wrapper for candy, 
is very costly to the candy consumer, for in- 
asmuich as from 40 to 50 cents per pound is paid 
for the candy, the same price is paid for wrap- 
pers.—Ex.

WINDOW GLASS. 

The latest accounts from the scene of the 
foreign glass troubles indicate that they will be 
the means of bracing up! the market here for 
the remainder of the year. The few factories 
in operation are contributing to the support of 
the strikers, and they have notified the manu- 
facturers that if the demands of the strikers 
are not conceded within a specified time that 
they also will stop work. This would bring the 
production to a stand still, and cause consider- 
able inconvenience, both to their domestic and 
export trade. A late Belgium paper states that 
the strikers are receiving encouragement and 
funds from the American Workmen’s Associa- 
tion, and expresses the belief that the blowers 
will hold out until concessions are made by the 
manufacturers. The consequent effect here 
will no doubt be satisfactory to the domestic 
producersin particular and importers in generals 
Prices on the other side are advancing. Great 
Britain, Belgium’s best customer, is paying 
from 10 to 12 per cent higher prices for window 
glass this month than she was paying last 
month, The discounts there on single window 
are 64 to 67, and 72 to 75 on double, according 
to assortment. The remnants of orders placed 
last fall for spring delivery are being shipped, 
and large orders for fall delivery are expected, 
which will have the effect of enhancing values. 
It is said that a number of the glass blowers 
contemplate emigrating to this country. The 
glass advertised to be sold at auction last Fri- 
day, and thesale of which was stopped by the 
intervention of the sheriff, is reported to have 
been bought at private sale by one of the par- 
ties interested in its being put up at auction.

Valuable Colors from Wood Wastes. 


As the forests disappear and lumber increases 
in value, the question of economizing by 
saving the refuse or wastes is an important 
one and well worthy of discussion at the pres- 
ent time. It has been proved to the satisfac- 
tion of all that, subjected to destructive distil- 
lation, wood will yield products in good de- 
mand at remunerative prices; at thesame time 
the United States has but comparatively few es- 
tablishments devoted to the production of 
creosote, alcohol, acetates, colors, etc., from 
wood reduced by this distillation; hence we are 
led to inquire the reason, when at the market 
price of these substances at this writing a cord 
of wood, no matter in what shape or condition 
it may be in, so long as thoroughly seasoned, 
represents an actual value of $17.375, and the 
scraps, sawdust, etc., are just as good, even 
better, than the tree body for their economic 
production; but, as before stated, the number 
of tLese establishments is few, there being but 
a little more than a score in successful opera- 
tion, and these keep closed doors or a strongly 
guarded place to protect their secrets. 


Again, we hear but little of these factories; 
Their goods are found in market, eagerly tak- 
en up,used,the purchaser and consumer know- 
ing but little,often caring much less,about how 
these goods are produced. Chemists say but 
little, if anything, concerning it, and we are 
decidedly of the opinion that the few factories 
is occasioned by our limited knowledge of the 
nature of wood products, together with the 
meagre opportunities of obtaining knowledge 
of the processes of manufacture of these 
articles. 


At this day it is no longer a debatable ques- 
tion of profit, and now that it has been practi- 
cally demonstrated that aniline colors can be 
obtained from wood products cheaper than 
from those of coal, itis plainly a matter of the 
greatest importance that we treat the matter 
at considerable length. 


First, then, the process. This is indeed sim- 
ple, and one needing but little experience to 
conduct successfully. Without giving sizes, 
capacities, &c., we will describe the wooden 
processes of destructive distillation. The re- 
torts or cylinders should be made of the best 
charcoal iron, made in three pieces, one straight 
cone as thin as can be made commensurate 
with safety in handling, say 1% inches thick, 
the heads made to encase the ends lapping over 
about 4 inches. This gives ample space for 
filling and making good joints. These placed 
on and a door, made perfectly tight, cut 
through one and a steam connection made 
with the other end, They are now placed in 
horizontal position in a properly constructed 
furnace made of the best firebrick. 


Supposing the cylinders are made with a ca- 
pacity of one cord each, they would be about 6 
feet in diameter and 4 feet long. Placed in po- 
sition, as we stand at the door, or in front, 
nothing should be visible but the door for put- 
ting in the wood and the furnace door below 
for supplying the fuel needed in combustion. 
At the rear or far end they should be connected 
with glazed earthenware condensors with 
proder facilities for cooling with water. The 
cylinders filled and fire started below in the 
furnace, but a short time will elapse before 
smoke will commence to arise from the con- 
tents of the cylinder, and if the entire appa- 
ratus has been properly arranged, will appear 
in the condensors as an amber-colored liquor, 
possessing a very pungent, bitter taste. This is 
the Pyrolignous acid out of which the articles 
mentioned in the above are made. The fires, 
kept up until the wood is perfectly charred, 
are now withdrawn and the contents of the 
cylinder taken out. This is chemically pure 
charcoal, and will weigh about 35 per cent. as 
much as the wood originally; being used for 
filtering and other purposes where an excep- 
tionally fine quality is needed, it commands a 
good price. The liquor, as it ordinarily exists 
from the hard wood, contains variable propor- 
tions of alcohol, acetic acid, creosote, tar 
paraffine, coloring matter, phenal, benzine; 
earbolic acid, and other matter too numerous 
to mention. 

With the tests we made with a hastily con- 
structed apparatus, and carefully tested for 
these elements, more particularly the aniline 
colors, we obtained at the rate of three ounces 
to the cord of a fair grade of this valuable 
matter. The alcohol was first distilled off— 
fractional distillation—and the yield was about 
1 per cent. the original weight of the wood. 
The others we have not isolated completely as 
yet, but will be continued, and their propor- 
tions given at another time.—Midland Indus- 
trial Gazette. 





Preparation of Zine Free from 


Arsenic. 
PROF. F. R. STOLBA. 

Zinc can be easily obtained entirely free from 
arsenic and almost free from iron, by subject- 
ing the metal of commerce to the simultane- 
ous action of steam and sulphur vapor, in such 
a manner that these vapors are brought into 
contact with the molten metal, from the bot- 
tom of the crucible. 

In order to obtain the desired result in the 
simplest manner, I formerly used ordinary clay 
pipes. The hollow stem was filled with 
clay and the bowl with pieces of crys- 
tallized gypsum and sulphur of the size 
of peas. The pipe was thentproperly weighted 
and the bow! forced to the bottom of the cruci- 





ble, when vapors of sulphur and water were 
evolved, agitating the zinc and acting upon the 
same, 

According to the amount of impurities con- 
tained in the zinc, I used one or more pipes 
full, and in the latter case,I always removed 
the upper scum from the molten metal before 
adding. When this operation is to be repeated 
very often I avoid the use of pipes, in the fol- 
lowing manner. 

Calcined gypsum is mixed with about one- 
fourth its weight of coarsely powdered sulphur 
intimately mixed and made into a dough, with 
the necessary quantity of water. This is form- 
ed into balls of about 5 cm. diameter,which are 
fastened to the end of sticks, while still moist, 
so as to adhere firmly after drying. As soon as 
the balls are dry they are ready for use. 

The balls are forced through the molten zinc 
to the bottom of the crucible; an abundance of 
vapors of sulphur and water is immediately 
produced, and the metal is sometimes agitated 
so violently that great care must be taken. As 
soon as the agitation eeases the ball is taken 
out, the upper crust is removed, and the opera- 
tion repeated as often as necessary, according 
to the amount of impurities and the quantity 
of metal. It is best to use only one kilo at each 
operation, to insure a more energetic action. 
Zinc purified in this manner was always per- 
fectly free from arsenic, and contained only 
very minute traces of iron. The percentage of 
lead was also considerably reduced, although 
a very impure zinc was used. 

lt was found that the arsenic could be re- 
moved by the vapors of either zinc or arsenic 
alone, but the removal of the iron was not as 
complete as when both ,these bodies were used 
simultaneously.—Chem. techn. Centr. Avz.

Manganese Varnish. 


The manganese varnishes are prepared by the 
use of manganous oxid, manganic oxide, man- 
ganese peroxide, and specially manganese bor- 
ate. The last named compound gives a var- 
nish of such excellent proparties that it must 
be preferred to all other substances used for 
the same purpose. 

Manganese borate varnish is prepared in the 
following manner: 2 kilos perfectly dry, white 
manganese borate, free from iron, in very fine 
powder, are gradually stirred into 10 kilo. lin- 
seed oil, which is heated in a suitable vessel. 
By continual stirring a uniform distribution 
of the salt in the oil is effected. The heating is 
continued until the temperature of the oil 
reaches 200 deg. C. Itisto be observed, thata 
good quickly drying varnish can only be ob- 
tained, when the manganese borate is entirely 
free from iron. 

1000 kilo. of linseed oil are then heated in the 
varnish kettle, until it begins;to bubble. Then 
the mixture of linseed oil and manganese borate 
is run in, in a thin stream, the fire is increased, 
and the mixture is heated to a violent ebulli- 
tion. After about 20 minutes boiling, the var- 
nish is ladled out, filtered, while still hot, 
through cotton, and is then ready for use. 
Slabs of wood, which were immersed into the 
hot varnish, were coated with a perfectly dry, 
glassy layer, in from 16 to 18 hours. 

It was shown by experiment, that manganese 
borate has the property, of converting linseed 
oil at comparatively low temperatures, into 
rapidly drying varnishes;a temperature of 40 
deg. is sufficient. If a small linen bag, contain- 
ing 30 gms of manganese borate is suspended 
into a 10 litre flask, filled with linseed oil, the 
latter when placed in a warm place, will be con- 
verted into a good drying varnish, in 10-14 days. 
—Metallarbeiter.

A Singular Prosecution. 


Duncan Brown, a Glasgow grocer,was charg- 
ed before Sheriff Balfour, at the Glasgow 
Sheriff Summary Court, with a contravention 
of section 6 of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 
1875, in so far as he sold to the Sanitary De- 
partment inspectors, on 9th January, a }4 Ib. of 
black pepper which was not of the nature, sub- 
stance, and quality demanded, in respect that 
it contained 20 per ¢ent or thereby of added 
starch. The defender admitted;the charge, and 
said he merely sold the pepper as he had re- 
ceived it from a wholesale merchant. The 
sanitary inspectors were examined,and Dr. 
Tatlock, the city analyst, confirmed their testi- 
mony by stating that on analysis he found the 
pepper in question had 20 per cent more starch 
than was to be expected. Professor Dittmar, 
who was examined for the defence, stated that 
from the sample of pepper he had examined he 
considered there was a possibility of there 
being 10, 15, or 20 per cent of added starch. The 
Sheriff held that opinion to be practically in 
accordance with Dr. Tatlock’s. The Sheriff, in 
giving his decision, said this was the first prose- 
cution of the kind he had heard of in Glasgow. 
The evidence of the analyst was that the effect 
of the added starch was not injurious to the 
pepper in any way, but only reduced its 
strength. It might be said for the respondent 
that he bought the pepper in the ordinary way 
from a wholesale merchant, and he was not 





aware of the inferiority of it. At the same 
time, under the act he was liable for the sale. 
The evidence of the chemists practically was 
the same, and established the addition of 20 per 
cent of foreign starch. In the whole circum- 
stances, seeing that it was the first prosecution 
of the kind, he inflicted the mitigated penalty 
of 10s.

Dredging of Newtown Creek. 


Secretary R. T Lincoln, of the War Depart- 
ment, has transmitted a communication to the 
President of the Senate, relative to the pro- 
posed dredging of Newtown Creek. Accom- 
panying this communication are the reports of 
Colonel G. L. Gillespie, of the United States 
Engineering Corps, and that of Mr. A. Doer- 
flinger, Assistant Engineer. 

Colonel Gillespie’s report commends the 
work asone of the highest importance. and 
considering the value and extent of the inter- 
ests involved,a public necessity. The report 
ot Mr. Doerflinger, who has had charge of the 
preliminary survey, states that the creek is 
navigable for a distance of three and a half 
miles and its commerce is large and increasing. 
Many large manufacturing and commercial es- 
tablishments dependent for water transporta- 
tion for the movement of their freight are lo- 
cated on the creek, such as coal oil refineries, 
chemical and fertilizer works, wood and coal 
yards. The capital invested in these various 
industries is estimated at $20,000,000. The trade 
in refined oils in this neighborhood amounts to 
$10,000,000 annually. During the past year 
more than 1,000 vessels discharged their car- 
goes at Chapman’s Wharf, which is the princi- 
pal dock nearjthe fhead of navigation for the 
discharge of general merchandise. The mouth 
of the river has been under improvement since 
1880, and the water there has been deepened 
from 12% in 1880 to 18 feet in 1833 in a channel 
about 150 feet wide at the entrance, diminish- 
ing gradually to 75 feet at Vernon avenue 
bridge. The improvement desired by those in- 
terested in the commerce and navigation of the 
creek is an extension of the plan adopted for 
improving the mouth of the stream which pro- 
vides for a channel 200 feet wide with 18 to 21 
feet depth from the entrance to],Vernon ave- 
nue bridge, so as to afford a depth of 18 feet 
from the Vernon avenue bridge to the Central 
Oil Works; thence 15 feet depth to Queens 
County Oil Works; thence 12 feet to Nichols’ 
Chemical Works, and from ther ‘othe head 
of navigation in both branches lv f-et depth at 
mean low water. While all the in‘erests of the 
creek suffer from restricted depth of water 
the deepening of the upper section of the 
stream seems tv be most urgently required.

The Bleaching of Palm Oil. 


The palm oil is first melted in a capaciou 
vessel and the impurities allowed to subside 
The clear oil is then drawn off into the bleach- 
ing kettle, which is filled up to two-thirds of its 
capacity. In the bleaching kettle the palm oil is 
heated first to 115 deg C and the heat is gradual- 
ly increased to 180 deg C, at which temperature 
the oil commences to froth this is due to the 
water yet contained in the oil. The heat is then 
slowly raised to 240 deg,C,and the process is end- 
ed. After allowing to settle the hot oil is 
drawn off; a worm-like tube passing through 
a tank with crude palm oil may well be used for 
this purpose so as to utilize the heat of the oi 
for warming another portion before introduc- 
ing it into the kettle.—Seifenfabrikant.

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Preparation of Iodine in Chili. 


In Chili, the iodine is found in the caliche 
(nitre earth) as sodium iodate. The process 
which is now usedin Antofagasta, consists in 
acing upon the mother liquors with acid sodi- 
um sulphite, and permits of the recovery of 
only about 70 per cent. of the total iodine, the 
remaining 30 per cent. being lost as chlorine 
compounds of iodine. The latter are produced 
when the iodine is separated by sodium bisul- 
phite, in alye containing sodium nitrate, so- 
dium chloride and sulphurie acid, 

Weissflog proposes a new method, by means 
of which all the iodine can be obtained from 
the mother liquors. This method very much 
facilitates the separation, and is less injurious 
to the working men from a hygienic point of 
view. lt consists in converting the sodium 
iodate into sodium iodide by means of calcium 
sulphide. The iodine is then precipitated by 
means of copper sulphate, and sodium sulphite, 
as at present, in the form of copper iodide, 
The calcium sulphide is readily obtained, by 
igniting an intimate mixture of 3 parts of dehy-~ 
drated gypsum and 1 part of coal, in the reduc- 
ing atmosphere of a reverberatory furnace, 
The sulphide is placed into the vessels in which 
the caliche is leached, when the following 
reactions take place: 

1. In the presence of boiling water the cal- 
cium sulphide gives: 

2 Ca 8+2 HgO=Ca(SH), +Ca(OH), 

2. The calciam sulphydrate is again decom- 

posed ;

lodate. When the mother liquor is sufficiently 
rich in iodine, it is precipitated with the requis- 
ite quantity of copper sulphate and sodium sul- 
phite. The whole of the iodine separates as 
white cuprous iodide,

The cuprous iodide needs only to be filtered 
off, washed and dried.—Chem. Techn. Centr.

Vegetable Olls. 

Linseed oil maintains its stability, and the 
volume of business is rather gratifying, al- 
though not up to expectations at this period of 
the season. The dullness in the paint trade has 
its effect on the orders for linseed oil, but it is 
fully expected that the rush of business to 
come will make up for the backwardness of 
the season. The market is unchanged at 57@ 
58c, according to quality and quantity. West- 
ern oil is still offering at 56c ex store. 

Crude cottonseed oil has dropped down the 
scale since our last, and reached figures below 
the predictions made some weeks ago. The 
market was thought to have been demoralized 
some time ago, but during the past few days 
the hardest knocks were felt. The drooping 
condition of the market was fully realized but 
not acknowledged by those who had stocks to 
dispose of, and reports were circulated of the 
scarcity of oil at the mills and the probability 
of the supply becoming exhausted before the 
season was over. This bulling influence had 
little effect upon the market,as the rumors 
were not confirmed, and contradictory state- 
ments were made showing that some of the 
mills were resuming, and that the supply was 
ample to meet all wants, and more too, if the 
demand did not improve. Prime crude was 
offered at 35c, and sales made at a shade less. 
This fact rather disheartens the dealers who 
are holding 38c oil, and brings the market on a 
level with Southern prices. As to whether bed 
rock has been reached isa problem difficult of 
solution. There are no buyers on the market 
at 35c, and in the absence of bids it isnot known 
what prime crude would bring at the moment. 

Refined cottonseed oil may have beenina 
oeondition to improve last week, as hinted in 
Saturday’s issue. but circumstances seem to 
have gone against the market, as it has experi- 
enced another relapse, at the lowest quotations 
of the year, with one exception. Among the 
sales since last report were 200 bbls choice at 
42c, and 150 bbis of summer yellow not strictly 
prime at 40c. Bids were made of 4lc atthe 
close for prime oil, and offers to sell spot or 
May option at 42c, but no transactions result- 
ed. Choice cooking grades are nominally 
quoted at 45c. The New Orleans market is re- 
ported dull and very weak. The export busi- 
ness from that section continues good. Cotton- 
seed soap stock here is scarce and offerings 
light. Sales have been made at 134c, and now 
firm at 2c. The increased demand from manu- 
facturers of laundry soap in the west, who 
give cottonseed products the preference, has 
influenced the market to the extent referred 
to. Tank bottoms are dull and nominally

Lard oil has been sliding down the scale since 
our last report in Saturday’s issue, and is now 
quoted at 72}¢c in a large way. The drop from 
74@76c occurred late on Saturday, and since 
then the feeling has been weak. Only the usual 
jobbing trade is to be reported. As the course 
of this article is guided principally by the lard 
and grease markets, no stability in values 
may be expected from that source for the pres- 
ent at least, if we are to take the past few weeks 
asa barometer.

Cod oil seems to be the only article on the 
list that keeps up its firmness in spite of sur- 
rounding depression. Since our last, there has 
been an arrival of prime New Foundland oil 
which is nominally held at 55c in a jobbing 
way. Recent reports from abroad of scarcity 
and the long continued cold weather which it 
is expected, may interfere materially with early 
fishing, has had the effect of strengthening the 
views of holders, but buyers are slow to adopt 
their views, and are making no particular haste 
to invest. The market can be quoted at 52@ 
55c. 

Crude elephant oil has been placed on the 
market within the past few days. A lot of 1100 
bbls arrived at New London last week. 

Pressed menhaden oils are attracting but 
slight attraction and are not quite so firm for 
some grades. Bleached winter is now quoted 
at 53}¢@54c and holders of bleached winter ex- 
tra will part with stocks at 57igc. Bleached 
spring is worth 5144@52c. With these excep- 
tions the market is unchanged. 

No change is to be noted in saponified red and 
elaine oils. They are firm at former quota- 
tions.

Paraffine oils are quiet and receiving compar- 
atively little attention. Various qualities of 25 
gravity are being offered below the market 
value, but the regular brands still command 14, 
144@l5c, according to quantity. It is reported 
that 13}¢c will buy a good 25 gravity in some 
hands, but we have yet to hear of an offer this 
week of an average quality at that figure; bids 
of 13}4c may be accepted for round lots and 
even 12}éc is said to have been taken for certain 
brands, but no oil of 25 gravity is being pressed 
upon the market at these figures; buyers can 
only find out the best terms by making known 
their wants and what they are willing to give. 
In that case they will be met on more favorable 
grounds than the manufacturers are willing to 
disclose to the newspa pers. It is broadly hinted 
that the market rates are being cut by certain 
parties for out of town shipments of a good 
quality of oil, but the rumor could not be 
traced to any reliable foundation. We hear of 
sales of 1000 bbis within the range of M@t5c. 
The market for 28 gravity rules easy at 9@9}¢c 
inalarge way. Buyers are more favored as 
regards payments, but some holders are not 
inclined to release stocks under those figures, 
unless it is a special case of accommodation 
and the transaction is for cash. Trade has not 
varied much for some weeks, Only one or two 
manufacturers continue to ask 10c, and they 
report a very light business. 

Neutral flitered oils, while scarce in most 
hands, are being pressed upon the market by 
certain manufacturers, who have a reasonably 
good stock of bloomless oils to dispose of at 
the reduction previously mentioned,in order to 
counteract the progress of alleged * wreckers” 
of the market in out-of-town contracts. The 
schedule of rates fixed by the principal holder 
is as follows : 8244 and 33 gravity strictly bloom- 

* less olla, 28@30c ; 34 gravity, 22@26c; 36 and 37 
gravity, 19@2lc. These figures are for large 
and smali lots, but a close buyer could shade all 
of them. Business is reported slack, owing 
perhaps to the expectation entertained by con- 

umers that a further drop will be made. Ac-

| cording to the present course of events, present 


values will be maintained, and the probability 
is strong for an advance to former rates when 
competition becomes too sharp for a continua- 
tion of the losing warfare. Values are now 
said to be at bed rock and manufacturers are 
expecting to realize better figures in the near 
future. Neutral oils with a slight bloom are 
favoring buyers and offered in various grades. 
Black oilsof a cold test quality are in light 
request. Some inquiry is to be noted for a new 
process, which has lately been introduced on 
this market, It has an average cold test of 40 
to 50 degrees and seems to answer present needs 
better than the old grades. The price is also an 
inducement to buyers, being placed at 8¢c in a 
large way. Fifteen cold test is without inquiry 
at the moment, but a number of small sales are 
reported of the 25 and 30 cold test grade. Con- 
sumers who delayed making known their 
wants are now seeking summer black oil at the 
former price of 7c, but inquiries throughout 
the trade have failed to find any at that figure. 
Manufacturers are firm at 7igc, and some 
Western refiners decline less than 8c. The feel- 
ing is rather strong on summer oil, and as the 
present market value doesnot justify its manu- 
facture, the prospects are good for an advance, 
Cylinder stocks are without change. They 
continue in a good position although business 
is light compared to the previous week. Many 
of the medium sized lots disposed of since last 
writing commanded figures between the range 
given in\our regular quotations. The inside 
prices are seldom touched except in rare cases 
where holders are anxious to realize. There 
has been an improvement of late in the demand 
for dark steam refined which has been neglect- 
for some time previously. Good round figures 
have been obtained for recent large transac- 
tions, one sale of 200 bbis having been made at 
18c. Manufacturers of this grade are more 
hopeful of realizing its true value and are as- 
sisting to strengthen the tone of the general 
market by advancing their views. Some brands 
of dark refined are offering at 11@12c, but the 
cheap grades are not meeting with much in- 
quiry. Buyers are encouraging manufacturers 
to place a better class of goods on the market 
by showing a preference for the superior oils.

Some of the best brands of 
hard wax find but little sale at 8c; it is com- 
forting, however, to find some holders who are 
not sacrificing their stock at any price, as bids 
of 6c have been refused for 100 bbls of 126 m. p. 
It is confidently expected by some dealers that 
the present inactive market will continue so 
until June, when a brisk demand will enable 
manufacturers to realize better figures. Re- 
fined wax is apparently growing weaker, and 
quoted all the way from 10 to lic, according to 
quantity and quality. Holders of 50,000 lbs of 
wax standing 136 melting point are offering the 
stocks at easier figures, and it is said 13c would 
readily beaccepted. Buyers seem to be waiting 
on something to turn up and some holders are 
correspondingly anxious to realize.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EvENING, April 22, 1884. 

Our Saturday's Extra spoke of the “bull” 
clique in crude oil certificates on Wednesday 
and Thursday but noted early on Friday a weak 
and depressed tone, partly due the scrambles 
for “long” profits and partly to the exagger- 
ated reports regarding the importance of the 
Mills and Mullen wells at Macksburg, Ohio. 
Saturday appeared slightly brighter, but yes- 
terday witnessed a stampede to unluad and 
many rushed pell mell to the “short” side of 
the situation. 

Undue importance was attached to the Macks- 
burg wells. It was wired that oil men and 
speculators were arriving at that point from all 
parts of the state, and that the land had been 
leased for miles around; that both the Mills and 
Mullen and Laing were one hundred barrel 
wells. Conservative operators here. who 
are acquainted with almost every foot 
of ground in the district mentioned, 
say that these telegrams are false and mali- 
cious. They aver that the district cannot be- 
come a potential factor in the petroleum spec- 
ulation and in the words of an authority, “we 
despise its history and the possibilitics of its 
future.” 

These statements to the contrary, it must be 
recognized that the reports from that district 
have seriously effected the situation since last 
Thursday morning. A year or so ago these tcl- 
egrams would have been hooted off ’Change, 
but the disastrous liquidation since has made 
all operating capital timid. It is especially sen- 
sitive to reports of this character. 

It has been almost ludicrous to witness the 
actions of well-posted men on the Macksburg 
districts; to{many of them it has cost small 
fortunes in endeavoring to strike a paying 
vein, yet, with this experience flashing before 
them, on the first telegram reporting a big 
flood, they nearly crush down the “bull ring” 
in their efforts to unload. 

Another of the recent decline versions, and 
probably the more truthful, is that “long” 
holders when on Thursday last $1 was reached 
thought it best to secure profits; their efforts 
in that direction created weakness and caused 
@ decline. The “bears” seeing their chance 
whacked and hammered the situation and 

ugged in that worn out Macksburg yarn to 
assist them, They have since played the gamut 
of its importance as an irritant and must resort 
to other pastures wherewith to refresh their 
Wearied imaginations. 

On Wednesday following our weekly review 
there was an advance to ¥7i¢c and the next day 
$1 was reached, though subsequently the price 
reached to 96%c. Friday saw another break 
to “ {34c: their renewed buying forced a close at 
9744Gc. 

Saturday the feeling early in the day favored 
the holders of oil, a small advance was regis- 
tered, but an indiscriminate desire to unload 
broke values, and not until the final moments 
were there indications of a recovery. Sules in 
the two exchanges 17,254,000 bbis; opening 9744c; 
highest 98}4c; lowest 96; closing 967c, bid. 

With the opening of this week an unloading 
movement was inaugurated; prices rapidly fell 
and the telegrams from Macksburg, O., stating 
a big flow on the part of the Mills & Mullen and 
the Lang wells matcrially assisted the depres- 
gon. Sales on the two floors 18,795,000 bbls; 
opening price 95c; highest 9544c; lowest 92}<¢c; 
closing 9334@9ic. 

To-day the unloading fever was again pro- 
nounced. Reports from the Macksburg dis- 
trict were aguin disturbing and the ‘‘short’’ in- 
terest appeared to have complete control. The 
opening price was 9414c, highest 9434c and clos- 
ing 93. Sales on the two exchanges 11,261,000 
bbis, making 112,644,000 bbis for the week end- 
fog to-night.

The refined market has naturally drifted 
with crude and, in fact,in its course during the 
week has been almost identical. The reports 
that Europe was largely short of refined which 
were circulated on Wednesday last imparted a 
stronger tone, and 8%c was freely tid for 70 
Abel test. Early in the day 70,000 bbis changed 
hands at that price, but later refiners refused 
to negotiate on that basis. The same state of 
affairs prevailed on Thursday, but on Friday a 
decline to 834c was made in sympathy with the 
severe depression in crude certificates and low- 
er cable advices. Saturday and yesterday 
nothing of interest transpired, but to-day a 
brighter tone was noticed and after early tran- 
sactions of 50,000 bbls 70 Abel test at 834c, the 
final feeling was firmer and that price was bid. 

As regards cases, it may be mentioned that 
during the wcek a very fair business has been 
effected both in this city and Philadelphia. 
Holders have not been injured by the declines 
in certificates and barreled refined, and to- 
night occupy a confident position. 

Tradein crude, whether in barrels or cases, 
residuum, naphtha, gasolene and refined, ina 
jobbing way, can be briefly summed up. The 
movement has at times been almost trivial; at 
others a slightly better movement has been no- 
ticed; but the aggregate for thc week has been 
anything flattering. Prices, however, have 
been well sustained.

there occur, nor would water, over-charging 
the cords, suffusively stream along out- 
side or burst aggressively from their sur- 
faces; and, vice versa, should such cords end be- 
low in permanent water, there would be there- 
by effected a so constant water equilibrium 
that the visual phenomenon, popularly called

Protecting Oil Tanks from Lightning. 
A correspondent of the Mantfaeturer and 
In considering the lightning rod, the nature 


of its protective potency is not to be confound- 
edwi_ that of the sign of the cross to exorcise 















flamed by lightning,’and communicate the fire 
to the tank and its contents, in spite of the rods. 
From this opinion wefdo not positively dissent, 
though we think it would be a very unlikely 
circumstance that such an explosive air-gas 
column should rise toa great height, because 
of the superior density of the oil vapor,in 
virtue of which it would tend to fall towards 
the earth. There is always more or less of such 
an explosive mixture present about the tank 
and immediately above it, which, as we have 
before pointed out, may cause the firing of the 
contents of the tank by the discharge escaping 
from an insulating rod to the top of the tank, 
and exploding this gas in its passage. It is also 
probable, as he states, or intimates, that light- 
ning may have been improperly charged with 
the firing of such tanks, where proper investi- 
gation would have showed some other cause. 
We must, however, unqualifiedly condemn his 
statement in the present issue, that “to be also 
protective, a lightning rod needs, further, to be 
insulated.” The notion that a rod must be in- 
sulated'from a building or other structure it is 
designed to protect from lightning, is found- 
cd upon a totally erroneous idea of its char- 
acter. The rod as it should be erected 
to be protective, must afford the electric fluid 
(to use the familiar term) the best available 
route to the great reservoir—the earth—where 
it is neutralized and dissipated. If any better 
route is offered it on its way down, it will leave 
the rod and take the better route. To imagine 
that a few paltry buttons of glass are going to 
prevent this is most absurd. The idea that the 
thunderbolt that has such an enormously high 
tension as to be able to cleave its path through 
perhaps half a mile or much more of an insulat- 
ing stratum of air, is to be stopped by a few 
glass buttuns an inch or two in thickness, is 
simply unworthy of serious consideration. The 
statement advanced by our correspondent, that 
the best office of the lightning rod is to “ con 
stantly invite and gently lead to earth” the 
lightning—in other words, to silently discharge 
the thunder cloud below the point of actual dis- 
ruptive tension, we entirely concur in, as our 
readers will probably recall from our previous 
commeats on this subject. We must reaffirm 
our opinion that the most effective method of 
protecting oil {tanks from ligtning, is to sur- 
round them with a number of rods metallically 
connected directly to the body of the tanks. 
These should all unite some distance above the 
top of the tank, and from this junction a single 
rod should extend a considerable distance 
above. Under no circumstances should such a 
cordon of rods about a tank be isolated from 
the tank. The huge body of the tank has such 
enormously greater inductive capacity, and 


This last mention is made here in deference to such vastly better ground connection, than the 


such as holds that lightning sometimes strikes 
up—that is, from earth to air. Civilization 
incidentally more and more equilibrating

One of the 
most fruitful sources of fire in oi] tanks has 
been the “swing pipe,”’.which the lightning 
has sought as a better conductor than the side 
of the tank itself, and in passing from the tank 
to the “swing pipe,” over the chain by which 
the latter is supported, sparks have been gen- 
erated and the gasignited. If the swing pipe 
was connected with the roof of the tank by a 
wire rod or wire rope, so that the conductor 
would be unbroken, the passage of the fluid 
through the tank would be harmless. The 
ground upon which the tank rests and that im 
mediately surrounding it becomes so thorougly 
urated with oil in many cases, as to render 
it a poor conductor. An independent con- 
ductor, therefore, penetrating the earth to the

Messrs, A. Lavino & Co. report under dato, 
Smyrna, April 2, no business of consequence 
and quotations unchanged, though subject to a 
slight shading by some holders. The arrivals 
there to date were 3725 baskets, against 2915 at 
the same date last year. The general belief at 
Smyrna is that the coming crop will be large 
enough to keep prices at a low level. 
The stock of opium in store in London on 
March 31 was 2129 cases againt 2178 same date 
last year, and 1504 in 1882. 

Morphine is rather quiet, and manufacturers 
are gaining on the demand, although outsiders 
are still able to get a slight advance on makers’ 
figures. Sales are reported of 100 ozs English 
and 50 ozs Scotch in eighths at $3, with ounces 
still held at 2 75c.

Under date of April 5, 1884; Messrs. 
J. Berger Spence & Co. say : 

Chemicals—Notwishstanding the slight in- 
crease in demand, both for export and home 
account, quotations throughout the week have 
ruled generally somewhat lower. This may be 
accounted for by the fact of both manufac- 
turers and merchants holding rather more than 
jhe average stocks. Should the home demand 
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continue, however, we may anticipate a revival 
in values in the course of the next week or ten 
days. Home trade buyers show more digposi- 
tion’ to operate at the lower figures, chiefly for 
delivery during this month. There is still a 
marked indispesition to purchase over the 
year. American orders come to hand yery 
sparingly, and stocks in the hands of merchants 
on the other side are reported to be somewhat 
extensive. In addition, considerable quantities 
of chemicals have been shipped to the United 
States market on consignment. It is, therefores 
not likely that we shall have much inqniry 
from this source for some little time. Alkalies 
of all descriptions are quoted 28 6d to.5@i per 
ton lower, while we have to note a further 
sharp fall in the price of bleaching powder. 
A report which was generally circulated in the 
early part of the week, to the effect that the 
Bleaching Powder Makers’ Association ,had 
collapsed, is, we have reason to believe, entirely 
without foundation. Bichromate of potash 
has enjoyed a considerable sale at the reduced 
quotation, and manufacturers are fully em- 
ployed for some time forward. Acetates of 
lead and lime continue plentiful and somewhat 
difficult of sale, even at the present apparently 
tempting prices. Wood naphtha offers freely, 
but the demand is small, and buyers are indis- 
posed to operate to any considerable extent for 
forward delivery. a 

Minerals—There is no feature calling..for 
special reference in this braneh of trade. Iron 
ores meet with a fairly steady sale, and although 
new contracts might be secured at a further 
reduction in prices, producers cannot see their 
way to accord any further concessions, the 
present values of all except the very choicest 
brands being far from remunerative. - Brim- 
stone remains steady, the improvements in the 
manufacture of acid from pyrites not having 
as yet affected the value of the article to the 
extent anticipated. A reduction in coastwise 
freights has induced producers of China clay to 
add considerably to the already unvsually 
heavy stocks existing at the outports. The 
consumption of the article, on the other hand, 
does not increase. Barytes have suffered 
slightly in price, and considerabie reductions 
are required to move anything but the very 
best qualities. Supplies of talc are coming to 
hand, and holders of stocks show a disposition 
to sell at lower figures.

Home trade buyers show more digposi- 
tion’ to operate at the lower figures, chiefly for 
delivery during this month. There is atill a 
marked ind’ pesition to purchase over the 
year. Ame.ican orders come to hand yery 
sparingly, and stocks in the hands of merchants 
on the other side are reported to be somewhat 
extensive. In addition, considerable quantities 
of chemicals have been shipped to the United 
States market on consignment. It is, therefores 
nut likely that we shall have much ingniry 
from this source for some little time. Alkalies 
of all descriptions are quoted 28 6d to.5@i per 
ton lower, while we have to note a further 
sharp fall in the price of bleaching powder. 
A report which was generally circulated in the 
early part of the week, to the effect that the 
Bleaching Powder Makers’ Association , had 
collapsed, is, we have reason to believe, entirely 
without foundation.

Iron 
ores meet with a fairly steady sale, and although 
new contracts might be secured at a further 
reduction in prices, producers cannot see their 
way to accord any further concessions, the 
present values of all except the very choicest 
brands being far from remunerative. - Brim- 
stone remains steady, the improvements in the 
manufacture of acid from pyrites not having 
as yet affected the value of the article to the 
extent anticipated.

Tie Salphor Mines Co. of Virginia and the Arminius Copper Mines 
Jie PYRITES FREE FROM ARSENIC, 
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Brimstone and Pyrites Acid. 

In a letter addressed to the Engineering and 
Mining Journal, Prof. George Lunge, of Zu- 
rich, replies as follows to a communication of 
Mr. W. G. Crenshaw, of the Sulphur Mines Co. 
of Virginia, which appeared simultaneously in 
that paper and the REPORTER: 

Mr. Crenshaw is right in supposing that I did 

not see the pamphlet from which that state- 
ment of cost had been taken; nor should I have 
known of the latter at all but that my friend: 
the chemical editor of Dingler’s Journal, sent 
me a clipping from your journal, with a request 
to translate it and append some criticism, 
if I thought it necessary. I did so; but I con- 
fined my critical remarks to half a page of oc- 
tavo print, as the matter did not seem to pos- 
sess great importance for the German public. 
Now I must insist upon my right to criticise, 
even in rather a severe manner, what I con- 
sider to be erroneous and exaggerated; but I 
must,confess to having been led into the erro- 
neous assumption that the statementsin ques- 
tion formed part of a prospectus for getting 
up a company for the purchase of certain py- 
rites mines. Had I seen the original pamphlet, 
I should nave left out the paragraph comment- 
ing upon the supposed motives for the exag- 
gerations criticised; all the more, as that pam- 
phlet sets out with a most flattering mention 
of my work en Sulphuric Acid and Alkali; and 
proves to me (along with another pamphlet re- 
ceived a few days ago from another American 
company) that my treatise has been an essen- 
tial stimulus in creating an important industry 
in the United States. I should also have learn- 
ed from that phamphlet the fact, hitherto un- 
known here, that there are in your country 
large beds of pyrites entirely free from arsenic, 
and I should hence have slightly modified my 
statements as to the comparative value of 
pyrites and brimstone acid. But inevery other 
respect, I must still substantially uphold my 
criticism, in the face of Mr. Crenshaw’s charg- 
ing me with an ipse dirvit. When making, in 
the space of half a page of octavo print, seven 
annotations and one general remark about the 
purport of the whole, I was obliged to state my 
opinions in such a very few words, and to leave 
it to my German vrofessional brethren, for 
whom alone the matter was intended, to aecede 
to them or not. If Mr.Crenshaw chooses to 
call that an ipse dixtt, he may please himself. 

Coming to details, I cannot possibly follow 
Mr, Crenshaw into figures about the compara- 
tive cost of Spence’s furnaces and brimstone 
burners erected in America; but it is a notori- 
ous fact that brimstone burners cost very 
much less than even ordinary pyrites burners, 
let alone mechanical furnaces, and I do not 
think $2000 would cover the difference, although 
it appears from Mr. Crenshaw’s statement that 
crushing machinery would not be wanted 
(which I could not possibly know). It is cer- 
tainly a small matter whether the plant costs a 
little more or less, if the working expenses are 
much smaller, and it is not worth while harping 
upon this point. 

Far more important is the second point, 
namely, the consumption of niter; for this does 
concern working expenses; and here I must 
hold to every word I said before. Mr. Cren- 
shaw himself confesses that he can not speak 
from experience nor even from certain infor- 
mation upon that matter,which remains where 
I putit. The figures adopted by Mr. Crenshaw 
evidently refer to working without recovery 
of the niter by Gay-Lussac and Glover towers, 
and are in this case about right for brimstone, 
but very much too low (from 20 to 50 per cent) 
for pyrites. It is quite erroneous to assume 
that niter recovery is impossible when burning 
brimstone, as is proved by the considerable 
number of British acid-makers employing the 
latter. 

Concerning the third point, I must also con- 
tinue to adhere to what I said. Mr. Crenshaw 
himself cannot assert that wages ure equal for 
burning pyrites and brimstone, except on three 
coniitions, which certainly in many cases will 
not be fulfilled, namely, that only smalls be 
used, that these be laid down at a level with 
the top of the furnaces, and that an automatic 
burner be em) 1l>yed. For that matter, I could 
not possibly know from my source that an 
automatic furnace was intended to be used; 
but had I known of it, I should have said that 
any speculation upon the cost of acid made by 
means of such furnaces was rather dangerous, 
aceing that hitherto all attempts in that-direc- 

tion bad failed, and that it would be advisable 
to wait a little while before concluding that the 
difficulty was now solved, much as I hope this 
will ultimately be the case. 

That the repairs and general cost (including 
much quicker amortization) for pyrites plant 
both burners and chambers, must be very much 
higher than for brimstone plant, and more es- 
pecially in case of any sort of mechanical fur- 
naces, isa fact knuwn to any body wellac- 
«juainted with this industry. It really was not 
necessary in my half-page comment to ex pati- 
ate upon this point, nor will I do so now, 
ulthough Mr. Crenshaw may tax me once more 
with an ipse dixvit—seeing that I am speaking of 
a fact nearly as patent as that twoand two-are 
tour. I should have put my estimate even as 
three to one; but I shall not attempt to prove 
it, as I am not writing a treatise, but a letter. 

It is rather hard upon me tosay that I “jump 
to the conclusion that our pyrites bas arsenic 
in it,” seeing that nothing was publicly known 
about the existence of such pyrites at the time 


I wrote, at least in Europe, and I could not but 
recson from given premises. Mr. Crenshaw 


himself states in his pamphlet, that the fact of 
their pyrites being free from arsenic had only 
been proved in the lagt few months. But even 
granting the freedom from arsenic, there would 
remain the presence of iron in acid made from 
pyrites, which makes it worth less than that 
from brimstone for certain purposes, and thus 
will keep down the price of the former. 

In conclusion, I am fain to retract any impu- 
tation upon the motives of Mr. Crenshaw’s 
statements, since I have seen his pamplet in 
full. ButI must stick to my right. inherent 
in itself and even expressly invoked in Mr. 
Crenshaw’s pamphlet, of criticising his calcula- 
tions as far as the facts are concerned, I con- 
sider his statements of the comparative 
cost of brimstone acid somewhat ex- 
aggerated (probably quite bona fide) in 
favor ofthe former; but I can only re- 
peat a sentence from my first word in this mat- 
ter, “ It is quite evident that in America, acid 
made from the pyrites occurring there must 
be considerably cheaper than that made from 
Sicilian brimstone;”’ and I wish every success 
to the prediction made in my treatise, and ap- 
provingly quoted by Mr. Crenshaw, that 
“ America must change from Sicilian sulphur 
to its own pyrites.”’

Determination of Picrie Acid. 


BY M, CHRISTEL. 


For showing the presence of picric acid in 
beer and other compounds the following pro- 
cess is best adapted: 200 ccm. of the liquid to be 
tested are evaporated on a water bath to a 
syrupy consistence. The residue is brought 
into a flask together with 50 cem. of alcohol 
(90 per cent) and allowed, after agitating well, 
to rest twenty-four hours. The whole is then 
poured on a filter and the residue again treated 
with 30 ccm.of alcohol. The filtrates are mixed 
and evaporated to a syrupy consistence; to the 
residue are added from four to five drops of 
dilute sulphuric acid (1:3), and five to six times 
the vulume of the mixture of ether. The mix- 
ture is well agitated, the ether decanted and the 
operation repeated with a new quantity of acid 
and ether. The mixed ethereal solutions are 
allowed to evaporate spontaneously, the resi- 
due is diluted with water to from five to ten 
cem., filtered and neutralized with ammonia. 
In this solution picric acid may be detected ac- 
cording to the ordinary known methods. A 
very delicate reagent is potassium*cyanide, 0,2 
grams of powdered sugar, containing 0,00001 
gram of picric acid, are colored red by a drop 
of potassium cyanide.—Archir der Phannacie.

CAKES. Filed December 3, 1883. Issued

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Claim—1. In an apparatus for pressing oil 
cake, a press box or plate capable of sliding 
upon the rsm-block and brackets attached to 
the frame, substantially as described. 

2. In an apparatus for pressing oil cake, the 
combination, with a press box or plate capable 
of sliding upon the ram-block and upon brack- 
ets forming a support continuous therewith, of 
end platforms for engaging with said box or 
plate, and having their upper surfaces formed 
to approximate the upper half of the pressed 
cake, substantially as described. 

3. The combination, with the press box or 
plate capable of sliding from the ram-block 
upon brackets outside the press, of end plat- 
forms for engaging the ends of said box or 
plate, and having their upper surfaces approxi - 
mating the form of the pressed cake, and a re- 
ceptacle adapted to traverse said platform and 
press box or plate, to deposit the meal upon the 
latter and shape the upper portion of the mass 
for the press, substantially as described. 

4. The method herein described of pressing 
oil cake, said method conpisting in laying a 
cloth upon a press box or plate, depositing the 
meal thereon, forming the mass into a shape 
approximating that imparted by the press, 
folding the two ends of said cloth over there- 
upon, and submitt:ng the whole to the action 
of the press, substantially as described. 

5. The combination of the ram-black having a 
flange at each end, of the press-plate construct- 
ed of such shape as to form the lower half of 
the cake and having ends which overhang the 
ram-block, with grooves formed therein to re- 
ceive the flanges, substantially as described, 


6. The combination, with the press construct- 
ed as described, of the end platforms hinged to 
brackets upon each end of the press, and con- 
nected by a rod attached to lugs projecting 
from the outer ends of said platforms, substan- 
tially as specified. 

7. The combination, with the press having 
supporting-brackets P P and sliding press-plate 
N, of the end platforms, S 8, formed as set 
forth and hinged to the studs R R, and the re- 
ceptacle traversing said end platform and sup- 
plying the meal to and shaping it upon the 
press-plate, substantially as described. 

8. The end platform,S, having a plain top 
surface with sides beveled at an angle, g* g’, 
approximating the form of the upper half of 
the pressed cake, substantially as described.

OIL FROM OLEAGINOUS SUBSTANCES, 
Filed December 18, 1883. Issued April 1,1883 
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Claim--1. In an apparatus for heating or 
cooking oleaginous substances for the extrac- 
tion of oil, the kettle-heating bottom consisting 
of the upper and lower walls, and the radiating 
webs formed integral with the walls and creat- 
ing a steam-passages adjacent to the center of 
the bottom and its outer edge, the said bottom 
having a steam inlet and outlet arranged on 
opposite sides, respectively, of a web which ex- 
tends from the hub-bearing to its outer edge, 
substantially as described. 

2. In an apparatus for heating or cooking 
oleaginous substances for the extraction of oi), 
the kettle-heating bottom composed of a hol- 
low casting comprising the upper and lower 
separated wheels creating the steam-space, the 
outer connecting-rib, the hub-bearing, the 
radiating webs terminating adjacent to the 
hub-bearing and the outer rib, and the web be- 
tween the inlet and outlet extending continu- 
ously from the rib to the hub-bearing, substan- 
tially as described. 

3. In an apparatus for heating or cooking 
oleaginous substances for the extraction of oil, 
the kettle-heating bottom consisting of the 
hollow casting forming the steam-chamber, 
and provided with a surrounding vertical 
flange to which the kettle-cylinder and exterior 
cylinder are secured to create the intervening 
air-space of a width equal to that of the flange, 
substantially as described. 

4. In an apparatus for heating or cooking 
oleaginous substances for the extraction of oil, 
the kettle-heating bottom composed of a cast- 
ing comprising the separated walls, the hub- 
bearing, the outer connecting-rib, the radiating 
webs joining the walls and arranged to create 
steam-passages, and the flange rising from the 
outer edge of the upper wall to which the 
flange is secured, the inner and vuter cylinders, 
substantially as described. 

5. In an apparatus for heating or cooking 
oleaginous substances for the extraction of oil, 
the combination, with the heads secured to the 
shaft and having flanges, of the agitating-arms 
having one end secured to said flanges, sub- 
stantially as described. 

6 In an apparatus for heating or cooking 
oleaginous substances for the extraction of oil, 
the combination, with the vertical shaft, of the 
heads grooved to receiye the shaft and having 
inclined fianges, and the agitating-arms secured

Raw Materials for Soap Making. 
BY DR, C. DEITE. 


The electric conductivity of oils was used 
some time ago by Roussean for testing. The 
method was based upon the fact that all the 
fatty oils, with the exception of olive oil, are 
good conductors of electricity. He construct- 
ed a special apparatus for his experiments, 
which he named diaygometer, but the results ob- 
tained are not satisfactory. Recently the sub- 
ject has again been taken up by Palmicri, but 
with no better success. 

The chemical methods are of value only when 
the presence of foreign matters is to be deter- 
mined. When the presence of one fat is to be 
detected in another these methods give doubt- 
ful results. I will mention right here that the 
question so often put to me, whether a fat is a 
pure animal fat, or whether it contains vege- 
table fat, in most cases cannot be answered by 
the chemist, or only with great difficulty. This 
is quite natural, as most fats are fmixtures of 
stearin, palmitin and olein in varying propor- 
tions. 

Chemistry affords us characteristics for dis- 
tinguishing between drying and non-drying 
oils, but these are of no value when admix- 
tures of the same class of oils are to be detect- 
ed. The ordinary reagent for detecting the 
presence of drying oils in non-drying oils is 
nitrous acid. A few drops of the oily mixture 
are placed into a test tube,and then nitrous 
acid, produced by the action of nitric acid on 
ron filings,is pagsed into the oil. The oleic 
acid of the non-drying oils is converted iuto a 


ate in oily drops on the surface, The color of 
elaidin produced is characteristic of various 
oils; but here we also meet with uncertainties. 
This may be due to the fact that the non-drying 
oils are surrounded by the drying oils, and not 
always completely separated. 

Maumene, and after him Fehling, proposed to 
make use of the rise of temperature, produced 
by the action of concentrated sulphuric acid, 
upon the fatty oils fortesting their purity. It 
was only recently that the first-named chemist 
in a treatise on the adulteration of oils, char- 
acterized this method as the only one which 
would give accurate results. Although we 
cannot agree with this view, because the method 
is insufficient in some cases,it cannot be denied 
that it may frequently be used for distinguish- 
ing between drying and non-drying oils, as the 
former are heatedtoa much greater extent 
than the latter. 

The method 1s as follows: weighed quantities 
of oil and acid are mixed by stirring witha 
thermometer, and, observing the maximum 
temperature reached. The operation is then 
repeated under the same conditions, with an 
oil, which is known to be absolutely pure, and 
the results are compared, 


The chemical reactions, which are generally 
employed for distinguishing between the fats, 
are mustly produced by secondary constituents 
which the fats have absorbed and retained in 
their preparation from the animal or vegetable 
bodies. For instance, Mailbo observed, that 
the oil of all crucifiers (rapesced, &c.) contains 
sulphur, and when heated with an aqueous 
solution of potassium or sodium hydrate, form 
a potassium or sodium sulphide, This reaction 
docs not take place witb other oils. 


25-30 gms. of the oil in question are boiled 
with a solution of 2gms. of sodium hydrate in 
20 gms. of water and filtered through a pre- 
viously moistened filter. A strip of paper 
moistened with a solution of plumbic acetate 
or argentic nitrate is blackened, when the oil 
was derived from one of the crucifiers, or when 
such an oil was present in a mixture. If the 
solution is boiled in a silver dish the latter is also 
blackened, even if the oi! contains only one per 
cent. ef such an oil. This process may, how- 
ever, give rise to errors, in cases where the oil 
under examination wasextracted by means of 
carbon disulphide, for the oils thus prepared 
are not free from sulphur compounds, and will 
also give the above reaction. It also some- 
times happens that the oils are transported in 


containing sulphur, the oil will then, notwith- 
standing its purity, give the same reaction. In 
order to avoid this error, it is only necessary 
to first wash the oil with pure water, stirring it 
with a silver spatula, the soluble aikaline sul- 
phide then blackens the silver. 

The washing is continucd until the water no 
longer contains a trace of sulphur, and then 
the oli is tested, according to the above method , 

C. Calvert and Th. Chateau have given 
extensive compilations of the chemical renc- 
tions of the liquid fats. 

In addition to inferior oils, rosin oil and min. 
eral oils are often used for adulterating the 
fatty oils. The former may be detected - by 
their ready solubility in aleokol. 20 c. c. of the 
oil to be examined are run intoa oe hold- 
ing 200 c. c., and graduated to 0.2 c. c., and then 
the burette is filled with alcohol, spec ike gravity 
0.83, The mixture is well shaken and allowed 
to stand 24 hours. In the presence of rosin oil, 
the volume of the oil will be diminished; the 
diminution in volume, muitiplied by 20, will 
give the percentage of rosin oil. 

The mineral oils are estimated, according to 
Thompson, by saponifying the oil with a solu- 
ton of »votassium hydrate in alcohol (5 gms. oil, 
2 ams. potassium hydrate, 25 c. c. alcohol of 90 
percent), The resulting soap is mixed with 
sand, the alcohol evaporated on a water bath, 
and the residue extracted with petroleum 
ether. The etheris removed from the extract 
at 50 deg. C., and the residue gives the mineral 
oil. 

A question which is often asked is, whether 
an oil contains free fatty acids. According to 
Jacobsen’s observations, this can be determined 
by shaking the oil with a small quantity of ros- 
aniline. In the presence of free fatty acids, the 
oil is colored red by the formation of rosaline 
oleate.—Sicfeuf R.;

Beyond the usual jobbing demand,which has 
only been moderate, there is very little of 
special importance to note as regards many of 
the leading dyes. Prices show very little fluc- 
tuation, though some are tending upwards; 
this more especially applies to cochineal, which 
is attracting more attention of late. The job- 
bing trade. continues good, which helps to 
swell the volume of business, which, upon the 
whole, is all that can be expected at this season 
of the year. 

Cutch is meeting with the usual jobbing de- 
mand, andeven this has only been moderate 
the past:few days. The prevailing quotation 
for spot is 644@6}<0c, as to quantity and quality. 
To arrive, prices are a shade lower, with sales 
reported:of 175 bags at 6c. For May and June 
shipments they are still quoting 6c, but for a 
round lot this can be shaded. 

There has only been a moderate demand for 
gambier since we last wrote; what orders are 
coming to hand are for Jobbing lots, for which 
5%@6e ig demauded as to quantity. Sales are 
reported of 350 bags from deck at 5%c, and 150 
bgs in lots from store at 6c. It is reported that 
an offer of 5440 was declined for 150 tons to ar- 
rive per first vessel due. 


There is a good consumptive demand for 

indigos, with several good sized sales reported 
at prices within the range of our quotations. 
Bengals are in better request, though it is rather 
early for any marked activity inthis line. Un- 
der date of London, April 10th, Messrs. Stutz & 
Andreae say: The total declarations for the 
public sale commencing on the 2ist inst. now 
amount to 12,160 chests, of which 818 chests 
withdrawn and not printed, leaving for the sale 
11,842 chests. The qualities offered, taken asa 
whole, are decidedly disappointing. In Bongal 
and Tirhoot the finer grades are conspicuous 
by their absence, and the middling kinds, al- 
though plentiful, are to a large extent unde- 
sirable. The assortment of Oudes shows how 
very inferior the last crop was compared with 
the year before; the qualities are mostly close, 
with yery poor paste and full of impurities. 
The greater part of the Bimlipatam on the 
other hand are very;desirable. In Kurpahs we 
finda very large assortment of tender blue 
kinds with great appearance, these are being 
valued from 34 upwards, and are, in comparison 
with other sorts, very cheap. The Times news- 
paper of the §th inst, contained the following 
telegram cencerning the indigo crop:—" The 
accounts received of the indigo crop up to the 
present are very unfavorable, owing to want 
of rain.” 

Cochineal of the various grades and quality 
is meeting with and improved demand. Blacks 
at the moment are attracting most attention 
with prices for some grades a shade higher. 
Sales are reported of 15 bags in jobbing orders 
at 25@2%8c as to quality. Silvers are only in 
moderate request and are quotably a shade 
lower. We get sales of 10 bags at 22@2ic as to 
quantity and quality. Messrs. Dayid Taylor & 
Sons in their circular under date of April 5, 
London, says: Cochineal has again been in fair 
demand. and some :200 to 300 bags have been 
sold at fully former rates, although it would 
now be difficult to buy except at some advance. 
Gray black Teneriffe Is@ls2d. Rosey black 
Teneriffe ls@ls 1d. The deliveries last week were 
100 bags. The stock on the first instant was 
11,447 bags, including 203 bags Honduras and 
Lima, 575 bags Mexican, and 10,469 bags Tene- 
riffe, against 10,510 bags of all kinds at the same 
time last year. 

Chinese nutgalis are only wanted in a limited 
way, for which lic is quoted. Blues are meet- 
ing with an improved demand, with 15@léc 
being the range as to quality and quantity. 

Prime Sicily sumac of high grades has been 
very quiet the past few days, while some of the 
favorite brands are out of stock at the moment, 
there are others to be had for which they are 
asking $95 00@11000 as to brand and quantity. 
These prices. however, can be shaded upon a 
plump offer. Domestic is steady at $75 00@80 00 
as to brand. 

Alizarine is without any new development 
since our last and pending the present unsettied 
condition of the market it will be almost im- 
possible to give correct quotations. On our 
Editorial page may be found an article upon 
the present situation. 

Thelstock of turmeric in first hands on the 
spot continues light, and should an active de- 
mand spring up, much higher prices would be 
realized—at the moment 6c is the nominal quo- 
tations. ' For lots on way 5}4@6c is quoted, as to 
quantity and date of arrival.
